Terrific Ex plsio n 
Rips Building ; 1 5 
Injured, 2 Missing 


KANSAS CITY AP — A ter­ 
rific ex plosion rip p ed ap art a 
three - story brick ap artment 
bu ilding early today , inju ring 15 
p ersons, fou r of them children. 
Two small children were mis­ 
sing and p resu med bu ried u nder 
the ru bble. 
Fire did not immediately fol­ 
low the ex plosion, bu t hou rs 
later a series of fires brok e 
ou t 
u nder 
the ru bble and 
hamp ered rescu e op erations. 
Only one of the inju red was 
admitted to the hosp ital. The 
others were treated and re­ 
leased. Admitted were Law­ 
rence Pecord, 64, who was in 
fair 
condition with bu rns ov er 
most of his body . 
Fire Chief James Halloren 
said faint cries were heard for 
a time from u nder the debris 
bu t firemen had been u nable 
to locate where they were com­ 
ing from. 
The bu ilding was at 16th and 
Wy andotte, on the sou thw est 
edge of the downtown area. 
Eber N. Foster, 66, manager 
of the bu ilding, said ap p rox i­ 
mately 30 p ersons liv ed in the 
ap artments, inclu ding abou t 15 
children. 
When firemen arriv ed Ru s­ 
sell Brown, 47 , was standing 
atop the ru bble on the west, or 
front side of the bu ilding. He 
was nak ed ex cep t for 
a shirt 
with which he cov ered himself. 
Neighbors brou ght odd p ieces 
of clothing and Brown, in shock 
watched as his wife was led 
from the bu ilding. 
Moments later firemen pu lled 
two of his children from the 
basement. The family liv ed on 
the first floor which fell throu gh 
to the basement. 
By 6 a.m. Brown's other two 
children had not been fou nd. 
They were Cameron, 22 months 
and Deborah, 3. 
Mrs. Brown, her 5-day -oldin­ 
fant son, Ray , and another son, 
Dav id, 5, were tak en to the 
h os p i t a l 
for treatment of 
bru ises and abraisons. 
The cau se of the blast had not 
been determined bu t there was 
a smell of gas in the area. Hal­ 
loren cau tioned against smok ­ 
ing. 
The north and east walls and 
most of the west wall were 
blown ou t. The u p p er floors and 
roof of the north side dropped 
to the first floor lev el. Abou t 
half the bu ilding on the sou th 
side was left standing, bu t there 
were holes in the wall and some 
of the ap artments were ex ­ 
posed. 
An hou r and a half after the 
ex plosion firemen du g a y ou ng 
woman ou t of the basement 
and placed her in an ambu ­ 
lance. She was later identified 
as Marianne Whitecalf, 21. 
Some residents, trap p ed on 
the slanting u p p er floors, were 
rescu ed by firemen u sing aerial 
ladders and a “ cherry -p ick er,” 
which has a large bask et mou nt­ 
ed on a long boom. 
Edward and Viv ian Schooley , 
both 57 , were asleep in their 
second floor ap artment. 
Mrs. Schooley 
was 
thrown 
from bed and q u ick ly rescu ed 
by firemen, bu t her hu sband 
was pinned in bed by the ceil­ 
ing. He was v isible from the 
grou nd, as the whole north wall 
had cru mbled away . 
He was bleeding and crawled 
abou t the bed, ev idently 
in 
shock , as firemen probed for 
him from the cherry -p ick er. 
Mrs. 
Schooley 
ap p arently 
didn’t hear it either. 
Two men were driv ing along 
Wy andotte in the 1500 block in 
sep arate cars when the blast 
occu rred. 
“ There was a terrific ex plo­ 
sion, bu t the bu ilding didn't fly 
ap art," said Kenneth 
Mau en, 
22, of Kansas City , Ka. “ It 
ju st hu ng there su sp ended for 
seconds, then collap sed.*'

Fritz, 27 , of Kansas City , Kan.

Wilso n Deals 
Blo w To 
Nuclear Fleet 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Prime 
M inister Harold Wilson ap p ears 
to hav e dealt a sev ere-if not 
fatal - blow to the p rop osed 
mix ed nu clear fleet of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization by 
declaring Britain op p oses the 
p roject. 
Wilson told the Hou se of Com­ 
mons Monday his Labor gov ern 
ment believ es “ a mix ed manned 
su rface fleet adds nothing to 
W estern strength, is lik ely to 
cau se dissip ation of strength in 
the alliance and may add to the 
difficu lties of East-W est agree­ 
m ent." 
On the su rface, his statement 
p u ts London in stern op p osi­ 
tion 
to 
Washington's 
plan 
at the v ery moment when it 
seemed to officials here that 
the new British gov ernment's 
interest in the fleet had giv en 
fresh cau se for hope that, p er­ 
hap s after some modification, 
it might be accep table to a nu m­ 
ber of NATO allies. 
U. S. officials were su rp rised 
at the flatness of Wilson's dec­ 
laration, bu t there was some 
tendency to regard it as the 
op ening mov e in a series oi 
negotiations. 
Wilson said he hop es to obtaii 
in discu ssions with President 
Johnson here nex t month more 
ex tensiv e “ consu ltation in the 
dep loy ment 
and 
sharing of 
NATO's nu clear strength." 
At 
the same time 
he de­ 
clared, “ We are 
Irrev ocably 
committed against more fingers 
on the nu clear trigger." Lon­ 
don's aim, said Wilson, is to 
hav e the United States serv e as

At Least 
2 6 Fro m 
U.S. Dead 
ROME (AP) — Work crews 
were recov ering bodies today 
from the wreck age of the Trans- 
World Airlines jet in which 45 
died at Rome’s Fiu micino Air­ 
p ort. 
At least 26 Americans were 
among the dead; at least 14 
su rv iv ed. 
The plane nev er got 
off the 
grou nd Monday as it p rep ared 
to tak e off for Athens and Cairo 
on the windu p of a flight from 
Kansas 
City , Chicago, New 
York , Paris and Milan. 
The giant Boeing 7 07 , carry ­ 
ing 7 3 p ersons, faltered as it 
sp ed down the ru nway , ov erran 
its tak eoff point, hit a road 
grader p ark ed on a cross ru n­ 
way 
u nder 
constru ction and 
plowed to a stop with flames 
and ex p losions rip p ing the fu se­ 
lage and wings. 
Twenty -eight of those aboard 
- most of them Americans and 
many of them TWA p ersonnel- 
su rv iv ed. 
Some were hu rled 80 y ards by 
ex p losions that tu rned the fou r- 
jet airliner into a mass of bu rn­ 
ing twisted metal wreck age. 
Sev en of the su rv iv ors were in 
grav e condition. 
Some 
escap ed 
withou t 
a 
scratch. 
As the plane grou nd to a halt 
with flames env eloping it, doors 
opened and p assengers ju mped 
to the grou nd. 
It was the first disaster at the 
seaside airp ort since it went 
into op eration fiv e y ears ago. 
There were brok en, moaning 
su rv iv ors ly ing on the grou nd 
and black ened bodies v isible in 
the wreck age throu gh flames 
and smok e. The metal was so 
hot work crews cou ld not get 
into the wreck age u ntil this 
morning. 
Sev eral families p erished. 
Among the v ictims was an 
American Roman Catholic bish­ 
op, Edward C. Daly , 7 0, of Des 
Moines, Iowa. An aide, Msgr. 
Josep h Sondag, 43, of Atlantic, 
Iowa, died with him. They had 
been in Rome for the Vatican 
Ecu menical Cou ncil, which re­ 
cessed Satu rday , and were on 
their way to the Holy Land. 
One of the p ilots, John Chu r­ 
chill of Richfield, Conn., went 
from 
hosp ital 
to 
hosp ital, 
searching for his wife, who had 
been 
a 
p assenger. She was 
dead. 
Of the 45 dead, 37 were p as­ 
sengers and 8 were crew mem­ 
bers. Ol the 28 su rv iv ors, there 
were 19 p assengers and 9 crew 
members. 
Italian au thorities ordered an 
inv estigation. Witnesses said 
one of the engines had started to 
bu rn as the plane mov ed down 
the ru nway . 
The weather was su nny and 
clear and TWA officials said 
there was no weight p roblem. 
Inv estigators said there was no 
su sp icion of anv sabotage. ___

A Foreign Ministry sp ok es­ 
man in Bru ssels said some of 
the foreigners were k illed on 
their way to the airp ort where 
the p aratroop s landed and oth­ 
ers were k illed In the city aft­ 
er the rebels heard of the p ara- 
troop drop . 
The attack ing troop s mov ed 
q u ick ly to free other Eu rop eans 
and Americans held hostage by 
the leftist rebels. 
Refu gees arriv ing from Stan­ 
ley v ille rep orted the rebels had 
k illed Dr. Pau l Carlson, Ameri­ 
can medical missionary sen­ 
tenced by the rebels to death as 
a spy . 
American C130s that ferried 
the p aratroop s to Stanley v ille 
were bringing the Eu rop ean and 
American refu gees to Leopold­ 
v ille. 
The first two planes 
brou ght more than 100, Inclu d­ 
ing abou t 20 wou nded. 
One grou p of refu gees said 
they were being marched to 
Stanley v ille airp ort by rebel 
troop s who panick ed at the sight 
of the Belgian p aratroop s and 
fired into the hostages, k illing 
at 
least 
15 
inclu ding some 
women. 
Sharp fighting was repo rted 
at the airp ort bu t the Belg ians 
q u ick ly brou ght it u nder 
co ntro l. 
The State Dep artment said it 
had rep orts from Stanley v ille 
that Dr. Carlson hadbeenk illed 
bu t k new nothing of the circu m­ 
stances. The dep artment saldit 
had notified Carlson's p arents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Gu st Carlson o f 
Alhambra, Calif., and his broth­ 
er, Dr. Dwight Carlson o f Or­ 
ange, Calif.

CANCELED HOLOCAUST 
As I see it one of the great 
dangers of the stalemate of ter­ 
ror which we face today is that 
we will sacrifice ou r fu tu re to 
fear. Becau se many y ou ng peo­ 
ple feel that nu clear holocau st 
is inev itable and there is little 
chance of liv ing ou t their liv es 
they may su rrender their ideals 
and morals; they may retreat 
from their aims and objectiv es.

The figu res can’t be dispu ted, 
bu t it’s still difficu lt to believ e: 
As the 19 6 4-6 5 academic y ear 
gets u nder way , more than a 
qu arter of the American popu ­ 
lation is enrolled fu ll time in 
school. 
The total is a record 52.9 
million stu dents—35.4 million 
in elementary schools, 
12.7 
million in colleges and u niv er­ 
sities. This inclu des both pu blic 
and priv ate enrollments. 
A rising school popu lation is 
no news, of cou rse. Neither 
is the fact that the teacher 
shortage is still with u s. The 
National Edu cation Association 
estimates 
that 210,000 new 
teachers will be needed to take 
care of growth and replacement 
needs in elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools this y ear. 
The shortage will be arou nd 
for another decade at least. 
Bu t based on the birth rate of 
the late ’40s and early ’50s 
and the projected ou tpu t of 
teachers’ colleges, 
by 
19 75 
there shou ld be a su rplu s of 
high school teachers and only 
a small deficit of elementary 
teachers. 
In the meantime, fortu nately , 
the 
profession doesn’t hav e 
to depend u pon college grad­ 
u ates alone to fill the ranks: 
More and more recru its, re ­ 
ports the National Edu cation­ 
al Association, are older peo­ 
ple who are tu rning to teaching 
as a second career after hav ing 
been su ccessfu l in other lines 
of work. 
Becau se of early retirement, 
the armed forces are a prime 
sou rce of teachers. These v ig­ 
orou s “ retirees” bring with 
them, say s the edu cational as­ 
sociation, a dedication to du ty 
and sense of commitment. 
Married women, with school- 
age or grown children, a re , 
another important sou rce. What 
they hav e to offer to a class­ 
room is the essential qu alifica­ 
tion of an u nderstanding of and 
interest in children. 
All of these second-career 
teachers mu st be academically 
qu alified of cou rse, as in the 


case of 
a 
newly gradu ated 
teacher. Some of them already 
may hav e some edu cation cred­ 
its. Others hav e to start from 
scratch. 
For many , the retu rn to school, 
often at night, inv olv es sacri­ 
fices. Howev er, older people 
seem to hav e no difficu lty in 
being accepted by college edu ­ 
cation departments, some of 
which hav e set u p special pro­ 
grams for them. 
These second-career teachers 
often hav e qu alifications, the 
edu cators point ou t, that cannot 
be learned in a cou rse on peda­ 
gogy — “ the zeal of a conv ert, 
the tru e and tested idealism of 
a matu re person, and a wealth 
of backgrou nd that not ev en the 
best edu cational 
preparation 
can du plicate.” 
Both the teaching profession 
and the cou ntry ’s children are 
reaping the benefits.

FISCAL CYNICISM 
“ Local gov ernments are mak­ 
ing money at Uncle Sam’s ex ­ 
pense and Treasu ry officials do 
not like it,” writes Jospeh R. 
Slev in of the Herald Tribu ne 
News Serv ice. “ The mu nicipal­ 
ities are u sing a simple fi­ 
nancial maneu v er. They 
are 
borrowing cheaply by selling 
relending the cash to the T rea­ 
su ry at a fatter rate.” 
This wou ld be bad enou gh if 
the profit thu s made were u sed 
for essential 
mu nicipal ser­ 
v ices. Bu t that is not alway s 
the case. For ex ample, a Wash­ 
ington State Pu blic Utility Dis­ 
trict is marketing $19 7 million 
worth of bonds. These districts, 
generally known as PUDs, are 
in the commercial electric po­ 
wer bu siness, and are posses­ 
sed of tax and other v alu able 
pu blic 
benefits 
which 
are 
denied to tax pay ing, inv estor- 
owned u tilities. 
The Washington PUD will pay 
3 per cent interest on this big 
borrowing. Then it plans to re­ 
inv est the money in 4 per cent 
U. S. Treasu ry bonds, and thu s 
realize a free and easy profit 
of 1 per cent. 
The obstensible pu rpose of the 
issu e is to prov ide money in 
adv ance to refu nd another of its 


bond issu es that can be called 
in 19 70. The gov ernment (i.e. 
the general tazpay er) becomes 
a two-way loser. Mr. Slev in 
ex plains why : “ There is an 
artificial increase in the v ol­ 
u me of tax -ex empt secu rities, 
which means that the gov ern­ 
ment is losing more tax rev ­ 
enu e than wou ld be the case if 
the adv ance refu nding bonds had 
not been floated. What’s more, 
the gov ernment bond interest 
goes to a mu nicipality that is 
ex empt from tax instead of to 
a regu lar tax pay er and Uncle 
Sam loses again.” 
This is a prime ex ample of 
what might be termed fiscal 
cy nicism. It’s good to know that 
the Treasu ry people are be­ 
coming restiv e. Bey ond that, 
one can hardly believ e that 
the tax pay ers at large, car­ 
ry ing their backbreaking tax es, 
will regard it with equ animity 
if facts are made widely known. 
Here is simply more ev idence 
why the law shou ld place all 
commercial gov ernment elec­ 
tric projects—whether PUDs, 
the REA co-ops, or the federal 
sy stems—on a tax pay ing bu si­ 
ness basis. That means that 
they and their cu stomers shou ld 
pay the same bills as the bu si­ 
ness-managed u tilities.

AN ODD SWITCH 
Top labor union spokesmen 
have 
vociferously supported 
legislative proposals that would 
place the practice of medicine 
under the authoritarian control 
of government. Notable was the 
.enthusiastic advocacy by these 
- spokesmen of the King-Ander- 
son bill which would open the 
way to socialized medicine and 
subject doctors and patients to 
government 
compulsion. The ; 
proposed bill decreed “ The ^ 
amount paid to any provider; 
of services.. .shall be the rea­ 
sonable cost of such services, 
as 
determined in accordance 
with regulations.” The Secre­ 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare would prescribe “ such 
regulations” . The bill departs 
from the cash concept of the 
social security system by of­ 
fering 
service 
benefits, a 
change which would give monop­ 
oly purchasing power to the 
government and would deny 
freedom of contract to those 
who provide the service. The 
implications of such legislation 
reach far beyond medicine. 
And y et when the cou ntry was 
faced with the threat of all-ou t 
railroad strike the heads of the 
u nions su ddenly took a different 
v iew of compu lsion. They re­ 
jected the su ggestion of the 
President of the United States 
that differences between rail 
u nions and management be su b­ 
mitted to binding arbitration. 
In this case u nion leaders de­ 
clared, “ We are being asked 
to agree to procedu re which 
we believ e cou ld pav e the av e­ 
nu e to fu tu re compu lsory arbi­ 
tration by cu stom or practice. 
This we cannot agree to do as 
a matter of principle.” 
Apparently it is okay to impose 
compu lsion on the medical pro­ 
fession as part of the “ normal” 
growth of bu reau cracy , bu t not» 
proper to impose it as an al­ 
ternativ e to transport chaos and 
national paraly sis.

THE PRICE TAG 
Medicare died in the Hou se 
of Representativ es-Senate Con­ 
ference, withou t a final v ote, 
and it will be back when the 
8 9 th Congress conv enes. 
It is considered a campaign 
issu e, and to assess what the 
v ariou s candidates are say ing 
abou t it it might be helpfu l 
to look at what Rep. Wilbu r 
Mills (D., Ark.) Chairman of 
the Hou se Way s and Means 
Committee, told his colleagu es. 
If Medicare passes, he said, 
its cost will make it almost 
impossible to increase the size 
of Social Secu rity retirement 
pensions in the fu tu re. 
And, he reported, ev en the 
present limited plan — which 
most people think offers fu ll 
medical pay ments, bu t doesn’t 
— wou ld cost $150 per y ear per 
worker in new Social Secu rity 
tax es within the nex t few y ears. 
Thu s, enactment of Medicare 
wou ld benefit a few whose medi­ 
cal problems happened to fit 
into the limited pattern Medi­ 
care is designed to help. It 
wou ld damage both those who 
are drawing Social Secu rity re ­ 
tirement in a time of threaten­ 
ing inflation, 
and 
it wou ld 
damage all those who work and 
pay the tax es that keep the sy s­ 
tem solv ent. 
Opponents of Medicare are 
often 
spoken of as “ heart­ 
less,” bu t many of them are 
simply try ing to sav e the So­ 
cial Secu rity sy stem from a 
bu rden that Rep. Mills and oth­ 
er ex perts are su re it cou ld 
not long su rv iv e. 
It wou ld seem to be more 
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correct to label “ heartless” . 
those who knowingly deceive, 
older people both about what 
Medicare would do for them 
and about the danger it poses 
to Social Security, which rep­ 
resents the basic income on. 
which so many retired people 
live.

“ PART-TIME KEYNESIANS” ’ 
A large group of university, 
economists recently signed a 
statement of fiscal principles.. 
One plank holds that current 
government deficits are neither, 
dangerous nor inflationary; Sm­ 
other 
minimizes 
the 
im­ 
portance of our huge federal, 
debt. 
! If these economists are cor­ 
rect, the fiscal history of na­ 
tions has embarked on a new 
direction. Continu ed deficits on 
the part of gov ernment, like 
* continu ed deficits on the part 
of a family , hav e alway s led 
to disaster. The difference is 
that gov ernment, with its abil­ 
ity to draw u pon all the sav ­ 
ings 
and earnings 
and re­ 
sou rces of its people, can stav e 
off the day of reckoning. 
This is mindfu l of the old 
argu ments of what might be 
ter mined the “ part-time Key ­ 
nesians” -- those who u sed 
the writings of the late Lord 
Key nes 
as 
ju stification for 
deficit 
spending. 
Bu t 
they 
skipped ov er 
the 
fact that 
Key nes 
regarded this as a 
proper cou rse only u nder cer­ 
tain conditions, su ch as 
a 
great depression. 
Since the War we hav e had 
deficit after deficit, inflation 
piled u pon inflation, and, with 
them, the 50-cent dollar. Its 
v alu e is still slowly declining. 
Can any one rationally argu e 
that this is not an ex ample of 
cau se and effect? 
* * * 
Av erage length of life of the 
American people reached a new 
high of 6 9 .7 y ears in 19 59 , it 
is reported by statisticians. 
The prev iou s high — 6 9 .6 
y ears — was registered in 
19 54 and also in 19 56 . In 19 58 
it was 6 9 .5 y ears. 
The fav orable longev ity re­ 
flects the marked rise in liv ­ 
ing standards and the ex tra­ 
ordinary adv ances in medical 
science and pu blic health ad­ 
ministration, the statisticians 
point ou t. Not many genera­ 
tions ago the infectiou s diseases 
took a heav y toll of life y ear 
after y ear, and often flared to 
epidemic 
proportions. 
The 
death 
toll 
was particu larly 
heav y among y ou ng children. 
For ex ample, in 1850 abou t one 
fou rth of the newborn died be­ 
fore reaching their fifth birth­ 
day . By 19 01, not u ntil age 25 
were the nu mber of newborn 
redu ced by one qu arter. For the 
babies born in 19 30, the cor­ 
responding age is 49 , and for 
those born in 19 59 it is ex ­ 
pected to be 6 3 y ears. 
The age to which half the new­ 
born su rv iv e also has increased 
su bstantially . Arou nd 1850 one 
half of the babies liv ed to reach 
age 45. By the tu rn of the cen­ 
tu ry that point had reached 
58 y ears. For the 19 30 crop of 
babies, one half are ex pected 
to reach 6 7 , and u nder cu rrent 
conditions half of ou r newborn 
can ex pect to liv e almost 74 
y ears. One qu arter of 19 59 *s 
babies can ex pect to liv e 83 
y ears. 
“ It is dou btfu l whether the 
record of gain in life conserv a­ 


tion (luring Hie past century 
can ever again be pafalleled,” 
the statisticians cooHide. “ ft 
should be noted that there has* 
been 
virtually 
no toptove- 
ment in longevity since 1954. 
Some additional gains may be 
expected from continued de­ 
clines in the death rates from 
tuberculosis, pneumonia and 
other infectious diseases; the 
toll from accidents may also 
be 
reduced. 
However, 
the 
greatest margin for improve­ 
ment lies in the development 
of new weapons for postpon­ 
ing and treating the degenera­ 
tive 
conditions, 
which now 
predominate at the middle and 
older ages.” 
* * * 


FIVE YEARS OF COLLEGE ‘ 
A five-year college plan as the 
basic requirement for a well 
rounded education may not have 
much more chance of adoption 
than the twelve month term, but 
Horn, president of the Univer­ 
sity of Rhode Island, has a 
great deal of logic pointing in 
its favor. 


Horn contends it has become 
impossible to gain a broad edu ­ 
cation in fou r y ears with today ’s 
galloping technology and depth 
in the arts and sciences. His 
solu tion is a fiv e -y ear program, 
and withou t specialization at • 
that. 
Trampling on an edu cational 
tradition dating back to the 
Middle Ages, Horn wou ld dis­ 
card the fix ed fou r-y ear cu rric­ 
u lu m in fav or of one patterned 
to the needs of the indiv idu al 
stu dent. 


“ The 
inflex ible 
academic 
lockstep mu st be broken. . . 
Some stu dents may make it in 
fou r y ears; others will requ ire 
six , dependingu pai the stu dent’s 
ability and application and the 
ex tent and qu ality of his sec­ 
ondary edu cation. 


“ The stu dent,” Horn continu ed 
to a Chicago meeting of edu ca­ 
tors, “ shou ld be introdu ced to 
as many areas of the arts and 
sciences 
as 
possible. 
He 
shou ldn’t hav e to miss either 
chemistry or Shakespeare, art 
or anthropology .” 


This approach wou ld rev erse 
the trend toward a narrow field 
of specialization in u ndergrad­ 
u ate stu dies and postpone u ntil 
gradu ate school the preparation 
for v ocations in architectu re, 
engineering, jou rnalism, bu si­ 
ness and edu cation. 


If from no other v iewpoint— 
and there are many — the hu ge 
increase in the cost of an edu ­ 
cation in one of the professions 
is su fficient reason why the 
Rhode Island edu cator’s plan 
will not attract many adherents. 
Not at first. 
Bu t the longer people look, atM 
the fallings of higher edu cation 
as it is constitu ted today , and 
the more they consider the 
growing array of new knowledge 
which totally escapes the atten­ 
tion of the av erage college stu ­ 
dent, the more attractiv e the 
Horn plan will begin to appear.

NEW YORK AP — Mu sic nas 
more than charms to soothe 
the sav age breast. 
It also has big pocketbook ap­ 
peal. It has sou nded a major 
key note of its own in the present 
national bu siness boom. 
“ This cou ntry has got to wake 
u p to the fact we hav e had a 
cu ltu ral ex plosion, and are now 
c u l t u r al ly m a t u r e , ” sa id 
Robert J. Bu rton. “ Mu sically , 
we now dominate the world.” 
Americans themselv es still 
are largely ignorant of their 
mu sical flowering, according to 
Bu rton, president of Broad­ 
cast Mu sic, Inc., one of the 
cou ntry ’s two major organiza­ 
tions for licensing performing 
rights. The other is ASCAP, 
pioneer in the field. 
“ In 1939, when 
BMI w as 
formed, ASCAP had a member­ 
ship of abou t 
1,138 composers 
ana pu blishers,” Bu rton said. 
“ Today there are more than 
21,750 au thors, composers and 
mu sic pu blishers connected 
with the two firms. 
“ Performing rights pay ments 
came to abou t $4 million in 
1939, last y ear were abov e $50 
million, and by 1970 will reach 
$100 million. 
“ Sales of recordings r os e 
from $44 million in 1939 to In 
ex cess of $650 million last y ear. 
“ In 1963, Americans spent 


another $6 50 million for new 
mu sical instru ments, accesso­ 
ries and sheet mu sic -- more 
than the combined amou nt they 
spent for all spectator sports, 
cameras, comic books and play ­ 
ing cards. 
“ We had 100 sy mphony or­ 
chestras in this cou ntry in 19 20. 


Now there 
are some 1,300, 
more than half the nu mber in 
the whole world. 
“ Americans own 39 million 
mu sical instru ments, u p from 
21 million in 19 50.” 
Bu rton pau sed. A stocky , in­ 
tense man who started life as 
an attorney , he hadn't ru n ou t 
of figu res. He simply had ru n 
ou t of breath. 
Then he went into the inter­ 
national pictu re. 
“ Mu sic is 
America’s chief 
creativ e ex port form 
today . 
That wasn’t so tru e ev en 10 
y ears ago. 
“ Bu t now in Western Eu rope, 
the Far East, and ev en behind 
the Iron Cu rtain, American mu ­ 
sic can tru ly be said to domi- 
ate mu ch of the popu lar taste.” 
The mu shrooming interest in 
mu sic has created an u psu rge in 
the u ntold nu mber of Americans 
anx iou s to write their nation’s 
songs. 
“ Heav en only knows how many 
songwriters there are,” Bu rton 
said.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 — 
Farmers had better prepare to 
repel their well-wishers again. 
The National Agricultural Ad­ 
visory Commission, appointed 
by the Administration, has 
made its farm policy recom­ 
mendations. 
Staffed by a stable of aca­ 
demic economists, it has pro­ 
duced a plan to take 40 mil­ 
lion acres out of cultivation, 
put quantity limits on what 
farmers can sell, and bring 
new crops under the Federal 
systems of control. 
At a time when a hungry 
world is crying out for food 
and fiber, it is proposed to 
limit sharply all production, 
and the withdrawal of land 
from farm use is to be “ per­ 
manent.” 
World Demand Grows 
Basically, an old idea is at 
the bottom of the plan. If you 
make a commodity scarce, the 
price goes up. America has 
grown great by making com­ 
modities plentiful and keep­ 
ing the price down, but this 
bothers the Commission not 
at all. 
The market for farm prod­ 
ucts is growing all .>ver the 
world as incomes rise else­ 
where, and an exploding pop­ 
ulation assures a continuing 
growth in the demand for 
farm products. 
While high cost* sometimes 
place American » aniiiactured 
goods 
at 
a 
disadvantage, 
American agriculture still has 
production costs among the 
lowest in the world for many or not. 


commodities. We will not be 
able to exploit this advantage 
by forcing our prices up with 
artificial shortages. 
Fruits and vegetables, up to 
now largely immune to Fed­ 
eral interference, are to come 
under new Federal marketing 
orders. Wheat growers who 
have shunned the wheat pro­ 
gram are to be embraced in 
the feed grain program. 


Not Official Yet 
What does the Commission 
plan for those who now farm 
the 40 million acres? They are 
not forgotten. For some there 
will 
be 
“ minimum” 
social 
services, such as relief. Others 
are expected to retire oblig­ 
ingly. Others are expected to 
go, so to speak, into show 
business, converting the old 
farmsteads 
to 
places 
of 
amusement. 
Up to now, this is not the 
Administration’s farm plan. 
It merely set up the Commis­ 
sion and asked for advice. 
Washington might ignore this 
advice, as it ignored the ad­ 
vice offered by farmers very 
decisively when they voted 
down the wheat program. 
But Washington observers 
feel 
that the 
Commission, 
while it may not strike a re­ 
sponsive note in the hearts of 
farmers, has produced a pro­ 
gram with great charm for 
bureaucrats. 
The 
growing 
Agricultural Department would 
burgeon. Appropriations would 
multiply. 
Millions of farmers, as never 
before, would be told what to 
*do, how to do it, and rewarded 
and punished by administra­ 
tive actions as they con­ 
formed or rebelled. 
Naturally, all this is to be 
done for the benefit of the 
farmers. Whether they like it 


WASHINGTON—Ly ndon John­ 
son, who sat at the feet of a 
great Presidential tactician— 
Franklin D. Roosev elt— du ring 
FDR’s last eight y ears in the 
White Hou se, has been refresh­ 
ing his memory of history . 
The 
history 
that interests 
Johnson is how Roosev elt, re­ 
elected by a landslide v ote 
in 
19 36 , 
slipped so 
badly 
politically in 19 38 that he lost 
88 Congressional seats to the 
Repu blicans. Johnson doesn’t 
want that to happen to him. 
Yet in one respect he finds 
himself in somewhat the same 
position as Roosev elt. 
After carry ing ev ery state ex ­ 
cept Maine and Vermont in 19 36 , 
Roosev elt had the popu lar su p­ 
port, bu t fou nd that the Su preme 
Cou rt had the power. It cou ld and 
did v eto his essential Legisla­ 
tion. 
Today , 
with 
the 
biggest 
electoral 
margin in history , 
Johnson has the popu lar su p­ 
port, bu t the chairmen of Con­ 
gressional committees — like 
the Su preme Cou rt in 19 36 - 
hav e the power ov er Legisla­ 
tion. 
At the last Congressional ses­ 
sion, LBJ, by dint of arm- 
twisting, cajoling, job-promis­ 
ing, and a record amou nt of 
telephoning, managed to pass 
most of his Legislation. Bu t at 
times it almost ex hau sted him. 
No other President cou ld hav e 
done it. Certainly Kennedy had 
not been able to do it. And no 
President shou ld be requ ired to 
take so mu ch time from the v ital 
du ties of condu cting foreign and 
ex ecu tiv e affairs to be com­ 
bined wet-nu rse, baby -sitter, 
and chaperone for Congress. 
—ANTIQUATED SENIORITY— 
Therefore Johnson faces the 
qu estion of whether to do what 
FDR did with the Su preme Cou rt 
and force a showdown ov er the 
Antiqu ated Seniority 
Sy stem 
whereby one 
Congressional 
Committee chairman can keep 
Legislation from coming u p for 
a v ote by all 435 members of 
the House; And sometimes — 


the 
thou gh less easily — do 
same thing in the Senate. 
What the President well re­ 
members, is how his mentor, 
Franklin 
Roosev elt, 
took a 
political beating with his so- 
called “ cou rt-packing” bill and 
lost the battle. Howev er, he did 
not lose the war. The Su preme 
Cou rt, as a direct resu lt of that 
battle, has been a “Roosev elt 
Cou rt” ev er since. It has been 
the most important body of gov ­ 
ernment to follow FDR's phil­ 
osophy long after his death. 
Johnson, 
who came to Wash­ 
ington when the Su preme Cou rt 
fight was still bitterly rev er­ 
berating, remembers all this. 
Howev er, he is inclined to be 
more cau tiou s than FDR, es­ 
pecially when it comes to tangl­ 
ing with one of the sacred cows 
of 
Congress—seniority . Af­ 
ter all, Johnson benefited from 
seniority himself and worked 
with many sou thern chairmen 
who swear by it. 
Fu rthermore he can argu e, 
ju st as Roosev elt cou ld hav e 
argu ed, that u nder ou r sy stem 
of checks and balances, this is 
something ov er which the Ex ­ 
ecu tiv e branch of gov ernment 
has no ju risdiction. He has a 
good ex cu se for du cking a show­ 
down. 


—HELPING FUTURE 
—PRESIDENTS— 
Being a realist, howev er, he 
also knows that a few talks with 
the right Congressional leaders 
cou ld start the Democratic cau ­ 
cu ses on the road to changing 
the Antiqu ated Seniority Sy stem 
for y ears to come. He cou ld do 
this not only for himself, bu t 
for other Presidents to come. 
All it takes is a one-v ote ma­ 
jority in the Democratic cau cu s 
of both the Hou se and Senate to 
change the sy stem. And this 
shou ld not be difficu lt for a man 
with Ly ndon’s 
influ ence, per­ 
su asion and v ote-getting pres­ 
tige. 
So the qu estion is; Does Ly ndon 
want to make history ? Or does 
he want to play for the short 
range stakes of passing his 


present program? 
The 
answer is that, in gen­ 
eral, Johnson wants to play for 
history . Bu t he also wants to 
av oid the su dden dip in popu ­ 
larity and the loss of 88 Hou se 
seats which FDR su ffered in 
19 38. 
This brings u p another chapter 
in FDR’s record which Johnson 
knows abou t, bu t which other 
politicians hav e forgotten. 
The chief reason for Roose­ 
v elt’s political slu mp so soon 
after his 19 36 landslide was not 
the Cou rt-Packing Bill, bu t a 
depression. 
And FDR 
was 
largely responsible for apply ­ 
ing the economic brakes which 
cau sed the depression. 
The depression was not du e to 
Roosev elt’s “ arrogance,” 
as 
charged in the Su preme Cou rt 
battle, bu t du e to his cau tion. 
He had scored the 19 36 landslide 
in part becau se 
a soldiers’ 
bonu s of $1.7 billion had pu mped 
new pu rchasing power into the 
economy . With this spu r, in­ 
du strial bu y ers had started lay i 
ing u p stockpiles and bu siness 
was heading for inflation. Bu t 
Roosev elt pu lled the plu g on this 
inflation. Consu mer pu rchasing 
was contracted by arou nd $4 
billion, and with 10 or 11 mil­ 
lion people u nemploy ed in the 
su mmer of 19 37, 
Secretary 
of the Treasu ry Morgenthau , 
on Nov . 10, pu blicly called for 
a balanced bu dget. 
This tightened the economy 
fu rther, and led to the Depres­ 
sion of 19 38 which was what 
really cau sed the Roosev elt set­ 
back in the elections of that 
y ear. 
Johnson, who liv ed throu gh 
this period, has already called 
for the redu ction of some ex ­ 
cise tax es, which he knows will 
spu r the economy du ring the 
first two y ears of his new ad­ 
ministration. 
So there is no real reason why 
he can’t proceed with the most 
important 
reform needed in 
Congress 
- - 
breaking the 
strangle hold 
which elderly 
chairmen hav e ov er key com­ 
mittees.

Boyer is the first member of 
the St. Louis Cardinals to win 
since Stan Musial in 1948, the 
last of three such honors for 
the Cardinal great.

President Lyndon B. Johnson 
pledged action in a campaign 
speech this fall. 
He told an audience in Port­ 
land, Ore.: “ The skeletons of 
discarded cars, old junk cars, 
litter our countryside—and they 
are driving my wife m ad/’ He 
added that he planned to “ work 
with local government and in­ 
dustry to develop a national 
policy for the control and dis­ 
posal of technological and in­ 
dustrial waste.” 
Exactly what the President's 
plans are has not been revealed 
but he has a number of task 
forces drafting reports and rec­ 
ommendations on various prob­ 
lems. At least one of them, 
concerned with the preserva­ 
tion of natural 
beauty, has 
looked into the matter. 
Last year, while nearly 8 mil­ 
lion new cars were being manu­ 
factured, an estimated 5.3 were 
junked. Many of them rest on 
hillsides outside cities today, 
left to rust away and spoil the 
view. Usually they are owned 
by wrecking companies hopeful 
of an increase in the price of 
scrap metal which would make 
it profitable to chew up the hulks 
and use the material for new 
products. 
' The average price of a wrecked 
car sold for scrap is down to 
$10 to $12. Wreckers often 
prefer to dump their hulks on 
rented land and wait for market 
conditions to improve and thus 
force up the price. 
OWNERS ABANDON CARS 
ON STREETS 
What does a person do with an 
overage car that an auto dealer 
will not take in trade and that 
a junkman 
won’t pay to tow 
away?

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GOVERNOR-ELECT HE ARNES 
ALREADY A BUSY MAN 
The lines in the face of Gov­ 
ernor-elect Warren E.Hearnes 
currently are approaching the 
point of tiredness often seen 
during 
the 
hectic 
battles 
Hearnes waged in both the pri­ 
mary and general elections to 
achieve what has been a life­ 
long ambition. 
But, as Hearnes noted in a 
brief interview sandwiched in 
between 
hordes 
of 
office 
callers, there's a real dif­ 
ference. This time he doesn't 
have the worry of the outcome 
hanging over his head. 
Although a brief respite in 
Florida was designed to re­ 
store some of the fire to Mis­ 


souri's 41-year-old In-coi 
chief executive any beaeflT de­ 
rived from the vacation appears 
to have been short lived. 
• Literally hundreds of persons 
are vying for the time and at­ 
tention of the new governor. 
And, ironically, many of these 
were acutely opposed to his 
nomination 
but 
for 
thick- 
skinned politicians it's pretty 
easy to let by-gones be by­ 
gones. 
Hearnes not only is grossly 
involved with the vast patronage 
arrangements he must give first 
consideration 
to, but many 
legislative leaders are actively 
pursuing pet legislation with the 
hope it will get the backing of 
the incoming Hearnes Adminis­ 
tration in January. 
Not only must Hearnes con­ 
tinue his close scrutiny of fi­ 
nancial matters, but he will be 
faced with a host of problems 
he has previously pointed out 
as needing attention. 
Foremost on his mind at this 
time appears to be the problem 
of reapportionment which he 
feels is the primary headache 
confronting rural Missourians. 
Too, there are the continuing 
problems in the field of educa­ 
tion. With regard to the state's 
teachers, Hearnes stated em­ 
phatically that he feels more 


money will be available tor the 
foundation program. 
"With natural growth, there 
just has to be more money 
available for the foundation pro­ 
gram," Hearnes commented. 


Further along the lines of ed­ 
ucation, the newly elected gov­ 
ernor has indicated he will give 
favorable attention to the pro­ 
posal for a statewide educa­ 
tional television system. 
The latter will cost a great 


deal of money and this was a 
nib in the 1963 session of the 
General Assembly. 


There has been quite a fuss 
over alleged inequities in the 
present bracketing system in 
the state sales tax. Litigation 
currently rests in the courts, 
but Hearnes is keeping abreast 
of developments; 
"I think it is wrong to require 
merchants to pay taxes on sales 
under 25 cents. We will have to 
seek a change of some sort. The 
bracket probably will have to be 
lowered because it is unfair as 
it now stands." 
Other areas in which the gov­ 
ernor is giving thought and con­ 
sideration include the contin­ 
uing carnage on state highways. 
Here, Hearnes feels a new law 
curbing drunken driving is ur­ 
gently needed; and local water 
resources is another area of 
concern, along with furthering 
the economic development of 
Missouri as a whole. 
Although most of the programs 
being proposed Involve a great 


deal of money, Hearnes remains 
adamant in saying that he will 
not seek a tax hike.

90 Years Old

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
sense of sickening shock, the 
“ sharp, painful and bitter con­ 
cern for the heroic lady wid­ 
owed by the assassin’s bullets/’ 
the sad, hurried steps to assure 
continuity

leadership.

President Johnson in a state- 
mf .1 given to the W arrenCom­ 
munion investigating the as­ 
sassination of President John 
F. Kennedy. 
Johnson’s account of the dark 
day in Dallas last Nov. 22 was 
given to the Warren Commis­ 
sion in the form of a statement 
last July. It was incorporated in 
one of tlie volumes of testimony 
on which the commission based 
its report last Sept. 27. Now 
some of the supporting volumes 
of evidence have just become 
available to 
The 
Associated 
Press. 
The 
about-to-be 
president 
had little opportunity to see 
what was going on when the shots 


from Lee Harvey Oswald’s rifle 
ripped into Kennedy and Texas 
Gov. John B. Connally, two cars 
ahead of Johnson’s car. A Se­ 
cret Service agent was sitting 
on top of him. 
As Johnson tells it: 
“ I was startled by the sharp 
report, or explosion, but I had 
no time to speculate as to its 
origin because agent 
Rufus 
Youngblood turned in a flash 
immediately after the first ex­ 
plosion, hitting 
me 
on the 
shoulder and shouted to us all in 
the back seat to get down.’’ 
“ I was pushed over by agent 
Youngblood. Almost in the same 
moment in which he hit, or 
pushed me, he vaulted over the 
back seat and sat on me. I was 
bent over under the weight of 
agent Youngblood’s body to­ 
ward Mrs. Johnson and Sen. 
Yarborough. 
I rem em ber at­ 
tempting to turn my head to 
make sure that M rs. Johnson 
had bent down. Both she and 
Sen. Y'arborough had crouched

down at agent Youngblood’s 
command.” 
It was at 1:20 p.m., that John­ 
son learned from Kenneth O’­ 
Donnell, a Kennedy aide, that 
he had succeeded to the presi­ 
dency. 
“ He told us that the presi­ 
dent had died,” Johnson said. “ I 
think his precise words were, 
‘He’s gone.’ 
“ I found it haH to believe 
that this had happened. The 
whole thing seemed unreal, un­ 
believable. A few hours earlier 
I had breakfast with John Ken­ 
nedy; he was alive, strong, 
vigorous. I could not believe 
now that he was dead. I was 
shocked and sickened.” 
O’Donnell tried to get John­ 
son to leave for Washington 
immediately, but when Johnson 
learned 
that Mrs. 
Kennedy 
would not leave the hospital 
without Kennedy’s body, he re­ 
fused to go. 
“ I did not want to go and 
leave Mrs. Kennedy in this sit­ 
uation,” Johnson said. “ I said 
so, but I agreed we would board 
the airplane and wait until Mrs. 
Kennedy and the president’s 
body were brought aboard the 
plane. . .” 
At 
the presidential plane, 
Johnson and his 
wife were 
shown into the private quarters. 
“ It didn’t seem right for John 
Kennedy not to be there,” said 
Johnson, who had flown to Tex­ 
as in another plane. “ I told 
someone we preferred for Mrs. 
Kennedy to use these quarters. 
“ Shortly after we boarded the 
plane I called Robert Kennedy, 
the president’s brother and at­ 
torney general. I knew how 
grief-stricken he was and I 
wanted to say something that 
would comfort him. DesDite his 
shock, he discussed the practi­ 
cal problems at hand -- prob-'* 
lem s of special urgency be­ 
cause we did not at that time 
have any information as to the 
motivation of the assassination, 
or its possible implications. 
“ The attorney general said he 
would like to look into the mat­ 
te r of whether the oath of office 
as president should be adminis­ 
tered to me immediately or aft­ 
e r we returned to Washington, 
and that he would call back. 
“ I thereafter talked withMc- 
George Bundy and W alter Jenk­ 
ins, both of whom urged that the 
return to Washington not be de­ 
layed. I told them I wras waiting 
for Mrs. Kennedy and for the 
president’s body to be placed on 
the plane and would not return 
prior to that time. 
“ As I remember, our conver­ 
sation w'as interrupted to allow 
the attorney general to come 
back on the line. He said that 
the oath should be administered 
to me immediately, before tak­ 
ing off for Washington, and that 
it should be administered by a 
judicial officer of the United 
States. Shortly thereafter, the 
deputy attorney general, Mr. 
Katzenbach, dictated the form 
of the oath to one of the secre­ 
taries al>oard the plane. 
“ I thought of Sarah Hughes, 
an old friend, who is judge of 
the U.S. District Court in Dal­ 
las. 
We 
telephoned 
Judge 
Hughes’ office. She was not 
there but she returned the call in 
a few minutes and said she 
would lie at the airplane in 10 
minutes. 
“ A few minutes later Mrs. 
Kennedy and the president’s 
coffin arrived. Mrs. Johnson • 
and I spoke to her. We tried to 
comfort her, but our words 
seemed inadequate. She went 
into the private quarters of the 
plane. I estimate that Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy and the coffin arrived 
about a half-hour after we en­ 
tered the plane, just after 2 
o’clock. 
“ About a half-hour later I 
asked someone to find out if 
M rs. Kennedy would stand with 
'us during the administration of 
the oath. Mrs. Johnson went 
back to be with her. Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy came and stood with us 
during the moments that the 
oath was being administered. 
“ I shall never forget 
her 
bravery, nobility and dignity.” 
The plane then took off.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The 
Electoral College, a favorite 
target of reformers, is about to 
face another challenge - this 
one via the Supreme Court. 
At issue; the practice that has 
developed over the years of giv­ 
ing all of a state’s electoral* 
votes to the presidential candi- 
'date who gets most of the state’s 
popular vote. And it’s electoral 
votes, not popular votes, that 
elect a president. 
Under the present system a 
candidate who barely carries 
New York, for example, gets all 
of the state’s 43 electoral votes 
- more than those a candidate 
could get if he carried the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and 11 small 
states by tremendous margins. 
Critics say this gives unfair 
advantage to minority groups in 
the big cities of the major swing 
states. 
One proposed antidote: elec­ 
tion of 435 electors - who are 
numberically comparable to the 
members of the House of Rep- 


resentatives - by congressional 
districts. 
New York, for instance, would 
have two electors chosen by all 
the state’s voters, and one from 
each 
of the 41 congressional 
districts. 
One 
presidential 
candidate might carry 15 dis­ 
tricts, worth 15 votes, while the 
other carried 26 districts and 
the state for a total of 28 votes. 
Republican Richard M. Nixon 
would have won the 1960 presi­ 
dential election if the district 
system had been in effect. He 
carried more states and more 
congressional districts than the 
late John F. Kennedy. But Ken­ 
nedy won most of the big states, 
and got all of their electoral 
votes* 
Had district electors been the 
rule 
last Nov. 3, 
President 
Johnson still would have gained 
a majority of the 538 electors- 
but nothing like the 486 he got. 
Various electoral 
reforms 
have been suggested in Con­ 
gress and most died in infancy.

When the family brings home 
the appetites of lumberjacks, 
the menu should f e a t u r e a 
hearty cut of meat where sec­ 
onds and even thirds can be 
called for.

Terrific Explsion 
Rips Building; 15 
Injured, 2 Missing 


KANSAS CITY AP — A ter­ 
rific explosion ripped apart a 
three - story brick apartment 
building early today, injuring 15 
persons, four of them children. 
Two small children were mis­ 
sing and presumed buried under 
the rubble. 
Fire did not immediately fol­ 
low the explosion, but hours 
later a series of fires broke 
out 
under 
the rubble and 
hampered rescue operations. 
Only one of the injured was 
admitted to the hospital. The 
others were treated and re­ 
leased. Admitted were Law­ 
rence Pecord, 64, who was in 
fair condition with burns over 
most of his body. 
Fire Chief James Halloren 
said faint cries were heard for 
a time from under the debris 
but firemen had been unable 
to locate where they were com­ 
ing from. 
The building was at 16th and 
Wyandotte, on the southwest 
edge of the downtown area. 
Eber N. Foster, 66, manager 
of the building, said approxi­ 
mately 30 persons lived in the 
apartments, including about 15 
children. 
When firemen arrived Rus­ 
sell Brown, 47, was standing 
atop the rubble on the west, or 
front side of the building. He 
was naked except for a shirt 
with which he covered himself. 
Neighbors brought odd pieces 
of clothing and Brown, in shock 
watched as his wife was led 
from the building. 
Moments later firemen pulled 
two of his children from the 
basement. The family lived on 
the first floor which fell through 
to the basement. 
By 6 a.m. Brown's other two 
children had not been found. 
They were Cameron, 22 months 
and Deborah, 3. 
Mrs. Brown, her 5-day-old in­ 
fant son, Ray, and another son, 
David, 5, were taken to the 
h o sp i t a l 
for treatment of 
bruises and abraisons. 
The cause of the blast had not 
been determined but there was 
a smell of gas in the area. Hal­ 
loren cautioned against smok­ 
ing. 
The north and east walls and 
most of the west wall were 
blown out. The upper floors and 
roof of the north side dropped 
to the first floor level. About 
half the building on the south 
side was left standing, but there 
were holes in the wall and some 
of the apartments were ex­ 
posed. 
An hour and a half after the 
explosion firemen dug a young 
woman out of the basement 
and placed her in an ambu­ 
lance. She was later identified 
as Marianne Whitecalf, 21. 
Some residents, trapped on 
the slanting upper floors, were 
rescued by firemen using aerial 
ladders and a “ cherry-picker," 
which has a large basket mount­ 
ed on a long boom. 
Edward and Vivian Schooley, 
both 57, were asleep in their 
second floor apartment. 
Mrs. Schooley 
was thrown 
from bed and quickly rescued 
by firemen, but her husband 
was pinned in bed by the ceil­ 
ing. He was visible from the 
ground, as the whole north wall 
had crumbled away. 
He was bleeding and crawled 
about the bed, evidently 
in 
shock, as firemen probed for 
him from the cherry-picker. 
Mrs. 
Schooley 
apparently 
didn’t hear it either. 
Two men were driving along 
Wyandotte in the 1500 block in 
separate cars when the blast 
occurred. 
“ There was a terrific explo­ 
sion, but the building didn’t fly 
apart," said Kenneth Mauen, 
22, of Kansas City, Ka. “ It 
just hung there suspended for 
seconds, then collapsed." 
The other driver was Dale 
Fritz, 27, of Kansas City, Kan.

Wilson Deals

WASHINGTON (AP) —Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson appears 
to have dealt a severe-if not 
fatal - blow to the proposed 
mixed nuclear fleet of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization by 
declaring Britain opposes the 
project. 
Wilson told the House of Com­ 
mons Monday his Labor govern­ 
ment believes “ a mixed manned 
surface fleet adds nothing to 
Western strength, is likely to 
cause dissipation of strength in 
the alliance and may add to the 
difficulties of East-West agree­ 
ment." 
On the surface, his statement 
puts London in stern opposi­ 
tion 
to

plan 
at the very moment when it 
seemed to officials here that 
the new British government's 
interest in the fleet had given 
fresh cause for hope that, per­ 
haps after some modification, 
it might be acceptable to a num­ 
ber of NATO allies. 
U. S. officials were surprised 
at the flatness of Wilson's dec­ 
laration, but there was some 
tendency to regard it as the 
opening move in a series ol 
negotiations. 
Wilson said he hopes to obtaii 
in discussions with President 
Johnson here next month more

1975 
there should be a surplus of 
high school teachers and only 
a small deficit of elementary 
teachers. 
In the meantime, fortunately, 
the 
profession doesn’t have 
to depend upon college grad­ 
uates alone to fill the ranks: 
More and more recruits, re ­ 
ports the National Education­ 
al Association, are older peo­ 
ple who are turning to teaching 
as a second career after having 
been successful in other lines 
of work. 
Because of early retirement, 
the armed forces are a prime 
source of teachers. These vig­ 
orous “ retirees” bring with 
them, says the educational a s­ 
sociation, a dedication to duty 
and sense of commitment. 
Married women, with school- 
age 
or 
grown children, are , 
another important source. What 
they have to offer to a class­ 
room is the essential qualifica­ 
tion of an understanding of and 
interest in children. 
All of these second-career 
teachers must be academically 
qualified of course, as in the

FISCAL CYNICISM 
“ Local governments are mak­ 
ing money at Uncle Sam’s ex­ 
pense and Treasury officials do 
not like it,” writes Jospeh R. 
Slevin of the Herald Tribune 
News Service. “ The municipal­ 
ities are using a simple fi­ 
nancial maneuver. They 
are 
borrowing cheaply by selling 
relending the cash to the Trea­ 
sury at a fatter rate.” 
This would be bad enough if 
the profit thus made were used 
for essential 
municipal se r­ 
vices. But that is not always 
the case. For example, a Wash­ 
ington State Public Utility Dis­ 
trict is marketing $197 million 
worth of bonds. These districts, 
generally known as PUDs, are 
in the commercial electric po­ 
wer business, and are posses­ 
sed of tax and other valuable 
public 
benefits 
which 
are 
denied to taxpaying, investor- 
owned utilities. 
The Washington PUD will pay 
3 per cent Interest on this big 
borrowing. Then it plans to re ­ 
invest the money in 4 per cent 
U. S. Treasury bonds, and thus 
realize a free and easy profit 
of 1 per cent. 
The obstensible purpose of the 
issue is to provide money in 
advance to refund another of its 


bond issues that can be called 
in 1970. The government (i.e. 
the general tazpayor) becomes 
a two-way loser. Mr. Slevin 
explains why: “ There is an 
artificial increase in the vol­ 
ume of tax-exempt securities, 
which means that the govern­ 
ment is losing more tax rev­ 
enue than would be the case if 
the advance refunding bonds had 
not been floated. What’s more, 
the government bond interest 
goes to a municipality that is 
exempt from tax instead of to 
a regular taxpayer and Uncle 
Sam loses again.” 
This is a prime example of 
what might be termed fiscal 
cynicism. It’s good to know that 
the Treasury 
people are be­ 
coming restive. Beyond that, 
one can hardly believe that 
the taxpayers at large, car­ 
rying their backbreaking taxes, 
will regard it with equanimity 
if facts are made widely known. 
Here is simply more evidence 
why the law should 
place all 
commercial government elec­ 
tric projects—whether PUDs, 
the REA co-ops, or the federal 
system s--on a taxpaying busi­ 
ness basis. That means that 
they and their customers should 
pay the same bills as the busi­ 
ness-managed utilities.

AN ODD SWITCH 
Top labor union spokesmen 
have 
vociferously 
supported 
legislative proposals that would 
place the practice of medicine 
under the authoritarian control 
of government. Notable was the 
.enthusiastic advocacy by these 
* spokesmen of the King-Ander- 
son bill which would open the 
way to socialized medicine and 
subject doctors and patients to 
government 
compulsion. The ; 
proposed bill decreed “ The 
amount paid to any provider 
of services. . .shall be the rea- ’ 
sonable cost of such services, ' 
as 
determined in accordance; 
with regulations.” The Secre­ 
tary of Health, Education and ; 
Welfare would prescribe “ such! 
regulations” . The bill departs 
from the cash concept of the 
social security system by of­ 
fering 
service 
benefits, a 
change which would give monop­ 
oly purchasing power to the 
government and would deny 
freedom of contract to those 
who provide the service. The 
implications of such legislation 
reach far beyond medicine. 
And yet when the country was 
faced with the threat of all-out 
railroad strike the heads of the 
unions suddenly took a different 
view of compulsion. They re ­ 
jected the suggestion of the 
President of the United States 
that differences between rail 
unions and management be sub­ 
mitted to binding arbitration. 
In this case union leaders de­ 
clared, “ We are being asked 
to agree to procedure which 
we believe could pave the ave­ 
nue to future compulsory arbi­ 
tration by custom or practice. 
This we cannot agree to do as 
a matter of principle.” 
Apparently it is okay to impose 
compulsion on the medical pro­ 
fession as part of the “ normal” 
growth of bureaucracy, but nofe 
proper to impose it as an al­ 
ternative to transport chaos and 
national paralysis. 
* * * 
THE PRICE TAG 
Medicare died in the House 
of Representatives-Senate Con­ 
ference, without a final vote, 
and it will be back when the 
89th Congress convenes. 
It is considered a campaign 
issue, and to assess what the 
various candidates are saying 
about it it might be helpful 
to look at what Rep. Wilbur 
Mills (D., Ark.) Chairman of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, told his colleagues. 
If Medicare passes, he said, 
its cost will make it almost 
impossible to increase the size 
of Social Security retirement 
pensions in the future. 
And, he reported, even the 
present limited plan -- which 
most people think offers full 
medical payments, but doesn’t 
-- would cost $150 per year per 
worker in new Social Security 
taxes within the next few years. 
Thus, enactment of Medicare 
would benefit a few whose medi­ 
cal problems happened to fit 
into the limited pattern Medi­ 
care is designed to help. It 
would damage both those who 
are drawing Social Security re ­ 
tirement in a time of threaten­ 
ing inflation, 
and 
it would 
damage all those who work and 
pay the taxes that keep the sys­ 
tem solvent. 
Opponents of Medicare are 
often 
spoken of as “ heart­ 
less,” but many of them are 
simply trying to save the So­ 
cial Security system from a 
burden that Rep. Mills and oth­ 
e r experts are sure it could 
not long survive. 
It would seem to be more 
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correct to label “ heartless” , 
those who knowingly deceive, 
older people both about what 
Medicare would do for them 
and about the danger It poses 
to Social Security, which rep­ 
resents the basic income on 
which so many retired people 
live. 
* * * 
“ PART-TIME KEYNESIANS” ’ 
A large group of university, 
economists recently signed a 
statement of fiscal principles. 
One plank holds that current 
government deficits are neither 
dangerous nor inflationary; An­ 
other 
minimizes 
the 
im­ 
portance of our huge federal 
debt. 
* If these economists are cor­ 
rect, the fiscal history of na­ 
tions has embarked on a new 
direction. Continued deficits on 
the part of government, like 
* continued deficits on the part 
of a family, have always led 
to disaster. The difference Is 
that government, with its abil­ 
ity to draw upon all the sav­ 
ings 
and earnings 
and re ­ 
sources of its people, can stave 
off the day of reckoning. 
This is mindful of the old 
arguments of what might be 
termined the “ part-tim e Key­ 
nesians” — those who used 
the writings of the late Lord 
Keynes 
as 
justification for 
deficit 
spending. 
But 
they 
skipped over 
the 
fact that 
Keynes 
regarded this 
as a 
proper course only under cer­ 
tain conditions, such as 
a 
great depression. 
Since the War we have had 
deficit after deficit, inflation 
piled upon inflation, and, with 
them, the 50-cent dollar. Its 
value is still slowly declining. 
Can anyone rationally argue 
that this is not an example of 
cause and effect? 
* * * 
Average length of life of the 
American people reached anew 
high of 69.7 years in 1959, it 
is reported by statisticians. 
The previous high -- 69.6 
years — was registered in 
1954 and also in 1956. In 1958 
it was 69.5 years. 
The favorable longevity re ­ 
flects the marked rise in liv­ 
ing standards and the extra­ 
ordinary advances in medical 
science and public health ad­ 
ministration, the statisticians 
point out. Not many genera­ 
tions ago the infectious diseases 
took a heavy toll of life year 
after year, and often flared to 
epidemic 
proportions. 
T he 
death 
toll 
was particularly 
heavy among young children. 
For example, in 1850 about one 
fourth of the newborn died be­ 
fore reaching their fifth birth­ 
day. By 1901, not until age 25 
were the number of newborn 
reduced by one quarter. For the 
babies born in 1930, the cor­ 
responding age is 49, and for 
those born in 1959 it is ex­ 
pected to be 63 years. 
The age to which half the new­ 
born survive also has increased 
substantially. Around 1850 one 
half of the babies lived to reach 
age 45. By the turn of the cen­ 
tury that point had reached 
58 years. For the 1930 crop of 
babies, one half are expected 
to reach 67, and under current 
conditions half of our newborn 
can expect to live almost 74 
years. One quarter of 1959*s 
babies can expect to live 83 
years. 
“ It is doubtful whether the 
record of gain in life conserva­ 


tion during the past century 
can ever again be paralleled,” 
the statisticians condede. “ It 
should be noted that there has* 
been 
virtually 
no Improve­ 
ment In longevity since 1954. 
Some additional gains may be 
expected from continued de­ 
clines in the death rates from 
tuberculosis, 
pneumonia and 
other infectious diseases; the 
toll from accidents may also 
be 
reduced. 
However, 
the 
greatest margin for improve­ 
ment lies in the development 
of new weapons for postpon­ 
ing and treating the degenera­ 
tive 
conditions, 
which now 
predominate at the middle and 
older ages.”

FIVE YEARS OF COLLEGE ' 
A five-year college plan as the 
basic requirement for a well 
rounded education may not have 
much more chance of adoption 
than the twelve month term , but 
Horn, president of the Univer­ 
sity of Rhode Island, has a 
great deal of logic pointing in 
its favor. 


Horn contends it has become 
impossible to gain a broad edu­ 
cation in four years with today’s 
galloping technology and depth 
in the arts and sciences. His 
solution is a five-year program, 
and without specialization a t . 
that. 
Trampling on an educational 
tradition dating back to the 
Middle Ages, Horn would dis­ 
card the fixed four-year curric­ 
ulum in favor of one patterned 
to the needs of the individual 
student. 


“ The 
inflexible 
academic 
lockstep must be broken. . . 
Some students may make it in 
four years; others will require 
six, dependingupcn the student’s 
ability and application and the 
extent and quality of his sec­ 
ondary education. 


“ The student,” Horn continued 
to a Chicago meeting of educa­ 
tors, “ should be introduced to 
as many areas of the arts and 
sciences 
as 
possible. 
He 
shouldn’t have to miss either 
chemistry or Shakespeare, art 
or anthropology.” 


This approach would reverse 
the trend toward a narrow field 
of specialization in undergrad­ 
uate studies and postpone until 
graduate school the preparation 
for vocations in architecture, 
engineering, journalism, busi­ 
ness and education. 


If from no other viewpoint— 
and there are many— the huge 
increase in the cost of an edu­ 
cation in one of the professions 
is sufficient reason why the 
Rhode Island educator's 
plan 
will not attract many adherents. 
Not at first. 
But the longer people logk, atM I 
the failings of higher education 
as it is constituted today, and 
the more they consider the 
growing array of new knowledge 
which totally escapes the atten­ 
tion of the average college stu­ 
dent, 
the more attractive the 
Horn plan will begin to appear.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 — 
Farmers had better prepare to 
repel their well-wishers again. 
The National Agricultural Ad­ 
visory Commission, appointed 
by the Administration, has 
made its farm policy recom­ 
mendations. 
Staffed by a stable of aca­ 
demic economists, it has pro­ 
duced a plan to take 40 mil­ 
lion acres out of cultivation, 
put quantity limits on what 
farmers can sell, and bring 
new crops under the Federal 
systems of control. 
At a time when a hungry 
world is crying out for food 
and fiber, it is proposed to 
limit sharply all production, 
and the withdrawal of land 
from farm use is to be "per­ 
manent.” 
World Demand Grows 
Basically, an old idea Is at 
the bottom of the plan. If you 
make a commodity scarce, the 
price goes up. America has 
grown great by making com­ 
modities plentiful and keep­ 
ing the price down, but this 
bothers the Commission not 
at all. 
The market for farm prod­ 
ucts is growing all jver the 
world as incomes rise else­ 
where, and an exploding pop­ 
ulation assures a continuing 
growth in the demand for 
farm products. 
, 
While high cost* sometimes 
place American manufactured 
goods 
at 
a 
disadvantage, 
American agriculture still has 
production costs among the farmers. Whether they like it 
lowest in the world for many or not. 


commodities. We will not be 
able to exploit this advantage 
by forcing our prices up with 
artificial shortages. 
Fruits and vegetables, up to 
now largely immune to Fed­ 
eral interference, are to come 
under new Federal marketing 
orders. Wheat growers who 
have shunned the wheat pro­ 
gram are to be embraced in 
the feed grain program. 


Not Official Yet 
What does the Commission 
plan for those who now farm 
the 40 million acres? They are 
not forgotten. For some there 
will 
be 
"minimum” 
social 
services, such as relief. Others 
are expected to retire oblig­ 
ingly. Others are expected to 
go, so to speak, into show 
business, converting the old 
farmsteads 
to 
places 
of 
amusement. 
Up to now, this is not the 
Administration’s farm plan. 
It merely set up the Commis­ 
sion and asked for advice. 
Washington might Ignore this 
advice, as it ignored the ad­ 
vice offered by farmers very 
decisively when they voted 
down the wheat program. 
But Washington observers 
feel 
that 
the 
Commission, 
while it may not strike a re­ 
sponsive note in the hearts of 
farmers, has produced a pro­ 
gram with great charm for 
bureaucrats. 
The 
growing 
Agricultural Department would 
burgeon. Appropriations would 
multiply. 
Millions of farmers, as never 
before, would be told what to 
do, how to do it, and rewarded 
and punished by administra­ 
tive 
actions 
as 
they con­ 
formed or rebelled. 
Naturally, all this is to be 
done for the benefit of the 


WASHINGTON—Lyndon John­ 
son, who sat at the feet of a 
great Presidential tactician— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt— during 
FDR’s last eight years in the 
White House, has been refresh­ 
ing his memory of history. 
The 
history 
that interests 
Johnson is how Roosevelt, re­ 
elected by a landslide 
vote 
in 
1936, 
slipped so 
badly 
politically in 1938 that he lost 
88 Congressional 
seats to the 
Republicans. Johnson doesn’t 
want that to happen to him. 
Yet 
in one respect he finds 
himself in somewhat the same 
position as Roosevelt. 
After carrying every state ex­ 
cept Maine and Vermont in 1936, 
Roosevelt had the popular sup­ 
port, but found that the Supreme 
Court had the power. It could and 
did veto his essential Legisla­ 
tion. 
Today, 
with 
the 
biggest 
electoral 
margin 
in history, 
Johnson 
has the popular sup­ 
port, but the chairmen of Con­ 
gressional committees — like 
the Supreme Court in 1936- 
have the power over Legisla­ 
tion. 
At the last Congressional ses­ 
sion, LBJ, by dint of arm - 
twisting, cajoling, job-promis­ 
ing, and a record amount of 
telephoning, managed to pass 
most of his Legislation. But at 
times it almost exhausted him. 
No other President could have 
done it. Certainly Kennedy had 
not been able to do it. And no 
President should be required to 
take so much time from the vital 
duties of conducting foreign and 
executive affairs to be com­ 
bined wet-nurse, baby-sitter, 
and chaperone for Congress. 


—ANTIQUATED SENIORITY— 
Therefore Johnson faces the 
question of whether to do what 
FDR did with the Supreme Court 
and force a showdown over the 
Antiquated Seniority 
System 
whereby one 
Congressional 
Committee chairman can keep 
Legislation from coming up for 
a vote by all 435 members of 
the House; And sometimes — 


though less easily — do the 
same thing in the Senate. 
What the President well re­ 
members, is how his mentor, 
Franklin 
Roosevelt, 
took a 
political beating with his so- 
called “ court-packing” bill and 
lost the battle. However, he did 
not lose the war. The Supreme 
Court, as a direct result of that 
battle, has been a “ Roosevelt 
Court” ever since. It has been 
the most important body of gov­ 
ernment to follow FDR’s phil­ 
osophy long after his death. 
Johnson, 
who came to Wash­ 
ington when the Supreme Court 
fight was still bitterly rever­ 
berating, remembers all this. 
However, he is inclined to be 
more cautious than FDR, es­ 
pecially when it comes to tangl­ 
ing with one of the sacred cows 
of 
Congress—seniority. Af­ 
ter all, Johnson benefited from 
seniority himself and worked 
with many southern chairmen 
who swear by it. 
Furthermore he can argue, 
just as Roosevelt could have 
argued, that under our system 
of checks and balances, this is 
something over which the Ex­ 
ecutive branch of government 
has no jurisdiction. He has a 
good excuse for ducking a show­ 
down. 


—HELPING FUTURE 
—PRESIDENTS— 
Being a realist, however, he 
also knows that a few talks with 
the right Congressional leaders 
could start the Democratic cau­ 
cuses on the road to changing 
the Antiquated Seniority System 
for years to come. He could do 
this not only for himself, but 
for other Presidents to come. 
All it takes is a one-vote ma­ 
jority in the Democratic caucus 
of both the House and Senate to 
change the system. And this 
should not be difficult for a man 
with Lyndon's 
influence, per­ 
suasion and vote-getting pres­ 
tige. 
So the question is: Does Lyndon 
want to make history? Or does 
he want to play for the short 
range stakes of passing his 


present program? 
The 
answer is that, in gen­ 
eral, Johnson wants to play for 
history. But he also wants to 
avoid the sudden dip in popu­ 
larity and the loss of 88 House 
seats which FDR suffered in 
1938. 
This brings up another chapter 
in FDR’s record which Johnson 
knows al)out, but which other 
politicians have forgotten. 
The chief reason for Roose­ 
velt’s political slump so soon 
after his 1936 landslide was not 
the Court-Packing Bill, but a 
depression. 
And 
FDR 
was 
largely responsible for apply­ 
ing the economic brakes which 
caused the depression. 
The depression was not due to 
Roosevelt’s “ arrogance,” 
as 
charged in the Supreme Court 
battle, but due to his caution. 
He had scored the 1936 landslide 
in part 
because 
a soldiers’ 
bonus of $1.7 billion had pumped 
new purchasing power into the 
economy. With this spur, in­ 
dustrial buyers had started layi 
ing up stockpiles and business 
was heading for inflation. But 
Roosevelt pulled the plug on this 
inflation. Consumer purchasing 
was contracted by around $4 
billion, and with 10 or 11 mil­ 
lion people unemployed in the 
summer of 1937, 
Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, 
on Nov. 10, publicly called for 
a balanced budget. 
This tightened the economy 
further, and led to the Depres­ 
sion of 1938 which was what 
really caused the Roosevelt set­ 
back in the elections of that 
year. 
Johnson, who lived through 
this period, has already called 
for the reduction of some ex­ 
cise taxes, which he knows will 
spur the economy during the 
first two years of his new ad­ 
ministration. 
So there is no real reason why 
he can’t proceed with the most

which elderly 
chairmen have over key com­ 
mittees.

DRAMATIC PROGRESS IN RIGHT TO WORK 
STATES 
The nationally-circulated magazine Industrial 
Development reports record-breaking economic 
progress in M ississippi during the three years 
that the state’s Government and citizen leader­ 
ship has pushed a program called “ Bill of Rights 
for Business and Industry.” A keystone in the 
program is the M ississippi Right to Work law. 
The magazine reports that during the first 
three 
years 
of 
M ississippi’s 
all - out in­ 
dustrialization drive, 430 new plants were built 
in the State, hundreds of plant expansions were 
constructed, and 30,000 new industrial jobs were 
created. 
The article documents improvement in Mis­ 
sissippi in every barometer of economic prog­ 
ress. 
Mississippi has had a Right to Work law 
sfeice 1954.

FISCAL CYNICISM 
“ Local governments are mak­ 
ing money at Uncle Sam’s ex­ 
pense and T reasury officials do 
not like it,” w rites Jospeh R. 
Slevin of the Herald Tribune 
N ew sservice. “ The municipal­ 
ities are using a simple fi­ 
nancial maneuver. They 
are 
borrowing cheaply by selling 
relending the cash to the T rea­ 
sury at a fatter ra te .” 
This would lie bad enough if 
the profit thus made were used 
for 
essential 
municipal s e r­ 
vices. But that is not always 
the case. For example, a Wash­ 
ington State Public Utility Dis­ 
tric t is marketing $197 million 
worth of bonds. These districts, 
generally known as PUDS, are 
in the com m ercial electric po­ 
wer business, and are posses­ 
sed of tax and other valuable 
public 
benefits 
which 
are 
denied to taxpaying, investor- 
owned utilities. 
The Washington PUD will pay 
3 per cent interest on this big 
borrowing. Then it plans to re ­ 
invest the money in 4 per cent 
U. S. Treasury bonds, and thus 
realize a free and easy profit 
of I per cent. 
The obstensible purpose of the 
issue is to provide money in 
advance to refund another of its 


bond issues that can tie called 
in 1970. The government (i.e. 
the general tazpayer) becomes 
a two-way loser. Mr. Slevin 
explains why: “ There is an 
artificial increase in the vol­ 
ume of tax-exempt securities, 
which means that the govern­ 
ment is losing more tax rev ­ 
enue than would be the case if 
the advance refunding bonds had 
not been floated. What’s m ore, 
the government bond interest 
goes to a municipality that is 
exempt from tax instead of to 
a regular taxpayer and Uncle 
Sam loses again.” 
This is a prim e example of 
what might be term ed fiscal 
cynicism. It’s good to know that 
the Treasury 
people are be­ 
coming restive. Beyond that, 
one can hardly believe that 
the taxpayers at large, c a r­ 
rying their backbreaking taxes, 
will regard it with equanimity 
if facts are made widely known. 
Here is simply more evidence 
why the law should 
place all 
com m ercial government elec­ 
tric projects--w hether PUDS, 
the REA co-ops, or the federal 
system s—on a taxpaying busi­ 
ness basis. That means that 
they and their custom ers should 
pay the same bills as the busi­ 
ness-m anaged utilities.

NEW YORK AP -- Music aas 
more than charm s to soothe 
the savage breast. 
It also has big pocketbook ap­ 
peal. It has sounded a major 
keynote of its own in the present 
national business boom. 
“ This country has got to wake 
up to the fact we have had a 
cultural explosion, and are now 
c u l t u r a l l y m a t u r e , ” s a i d 
Robert J. Burton. “ Musically, 
we now dominate the world.” 
Am ericans 
them selves still 
are largely ignorant of their 
musical flowering, according to 
Burton, president of Broad­ 
cast Music, Inc., one of the 
country’s two major organiza­ 
tions for licensing perform ing 
rights. The other is ASCAP, 
pioneer in the field. 
“ In 
1939, when 
BMI w as 
formed, ASCAP had a member­ 
ship of about 1,138 composers 
ana publishers,” Burton said. 
“ Today there are more than 
21,750 authors, composers and 
music publishers connected 
with the two firms. 


“ Performing rights payments 
came to about $4 
million 
in 
1939, last j’ear were above $50 
million, and by 1970 will reach 
$100 million. 
“ Sales of recordings r o s e 
from $44 million in 1939 to in 
excess of $650 million last year. 
“ In 
1963, Americans spent 


another $650 million for new 
musical instrum ents, accesso­ 
ries and sheet music — more 
than the combined amount they 
spent for all spectator sports, 
cam eras, comic books and play­ 
ing cards. 
“ We had IOO symphony o r­ 
chestras in this country in 1920. 


Now there 
are 
some 1,300, 
more than half the nu rn tier in 
the whole world. 
“ Americans own 39 million 
musical instrum ents, up from 
21 million in 1950.” 
Burton paused. A stocky, in­ 
tense man who started life as 
an attorney, he hadn’t run out 
of figures. He simply had run 
out of breath. 
Then he went into the inter­ 
national picture. 
“ Music is 
A m erica's chief 
creative export form 
today. 
That wasn’t so true even IO 
years ago. 
“ But now in Western Europe, 
the Far East, and even behind 
the Iron Curtain, American mu­ 
sic can truly be said to domi- 
ate much of the popular taste.” 
The mushrooming interest in 
music has created an upsurge in 
the untold number of Americans 
anxious to write their nation's 
songs. 
“ Heaven only knows how many 
songwriters there are,” Burton 
said. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
17 — 
Farmers had better prepare to 
repel their w ell-w ishers again. 
The National Agricultural Ad­ 
visory Commission, appointed 
by 
the Adm inistration, has 
made its farm policy recom ­ 
m endations. 
Staffed by a stable of aca­ 
demic econom ists, it has pro­ 
duced a plan to take 40 m il­ 
lion acres out of cultivation, 
put quantity lim its on what 
farmers can sell, and bring 
new crops under the Federal 
system s of control. 
At a tim e when a hungry 
world is crying out for food 
and fiber, it is proposed to 
lim it sharply all production, 
and the withdrawal of land 
from farm use is to be “per­ 
m anent.’’ 


World Demand Grows 
Basically, an old idea is at 
the bottom of the plan. If you 
m ake a commodity scarce, the 
price goes up. America has 
grown great by m aking com ­ 
m odities plentiful and keep­ 
ing the price down, but this 
bothers the Commission not 
at all. 
The m arket for farm prod­ 
ucts is growing all aver the 
world as incom es rise else­ 
where, and an exploding pop­ 
ulation assures a continuing 
growth in the denand for . 
farm products. 
W hile high cost* sometimes 
place American manufactured 
goods 
at 
a 
disadvantage, 
American agriculture still has 
production costs am ong the 
lowest in the world for m any or not. 


com m odities. We will not be 
able to exploit this advantage 
by forcing our prices up with 
artificial shortages. 
Fruits and vegetables, up to 
now largely im m une to Fed­ 
eral interference, are to come 
under new Federal m arketing 
orders. W heat growers who 
have shunned the w heat pro­ 
gram are to be embraced in 
the feed grain program. 


Not Official Yet 
W hat does the Commission 
plan for those who now farm 
the 40 m illion acres? They are 
not forgotten. For som e there 
will 
be

services, such as relief. Others 
are expected to retire oblig­ 
ingly. Others are expected to 
go, so to speak, into show

AN ODD SWITCH 
Top labor union spokesmen 
have 
vociferously 
supported 
legislative proposals that would 
place the practice of medicine 
under the authoritarian control 
of government. Notable was the 
.enthusiastic advocacy by these 
spokesmen of the Klng-Ander- 
son bill which would open the 
way to socialized medicine and 
subject doctors and patients to 
government 
compulsion. The 
proposed 
bill 
decreed “ The 
amount paid to any provider 
of services. . .shall be the rea­ 
sonable cost of such services, 
as 
determined in accordance 
with regulations.” The Secre­ 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare would prescribe “ such 
regulations” . The bill departs 
from the cash concept of the 
social security system by of­ 
fering 
service 
benefits, 
a 
change which would give monop­ 
oly 
purchasing 
power to the 
government 
and 
would deny 
freedom of contract to those 
who provide the service. The 
implications of such legislation 
reach far beyond medicine. 
And yet when the country was 
faced with the threat of all-out 
railroad strike the heads of the 
unions suddenly took a different 
view of compulsion. They re ­ 
jected 
the suggestion of the 
President of the United States 
that differences between rail 
unions and management be sub­ 
mitted to binding arbitration. 
In this case union leaders de­ 
clared, “ We are being asked 
to agree to procedure which 
we believe could pave the ave­ 
nue to future compulsory arb i­ 
tration by custom or practice. 
This we cannot agree to do as 
a m atter of principle.” 
Apparently it is okay to impose 
compulsion on the medical pro­ 
fession as part of the “ norm al” 
growth of bureaucracy, but not 
proper to impose it as an al­ 
ternative to transport chaos and 
national paralysis.

THE PRICE TAG 
Medicare died in the House 
of R epresentatives-Senate Con­ 
ference, without a final vote, 
and it will be back when the 
89th Congress convenes. 
It is considered a campaign 
issue, and to assess what the 
various candidates are saying 
about it it might be helpful 
to look at what Rep. Wilbur 
Mills (D., Ark.) Chairman of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, told his colleagues. 
If Medicare passes, he said, 
its cost will make it alm ost 
impossible to increase the size 
of Social Security retirem ent 
pensions in the future. 
And, he reported, even the 
present lim ited plan -- which 
most people think offers full 
medical payments, but doesn’t 
-- would cost $150 per year per 
w orker in new Social Security 
taxes within the next few years. 
Thus, enactment of Medicare 
would benefit a few whose medi­ 
cal problem s happened to fit 
into the lim ited pattern Medi­ 
care is designed to help. It 
would damage both those who 
are drawing Social Security r e ­ 
tirem ent in a time of threaten­ 
ing inflation, 
and 
it would 
damage all those who work and 
pay the taxes that keep the sy s­ 
tem solvent. 
Opponents of Medicare are 
often 
spoken of as “ heart­ 
le ss,” but many of them are 
simply trying to save the So­ 
cial Security system from a 
burden that Rep. Mills and oth­ 
e r experts are sure it could 
not long survive. 
It would seem to be more

A large group of university, 
economists recently signed a 
statement of fiscal principles. 
One plank holds that current 
government deficits are neither

< If these econom ists are cor­ 
rect, the fiscal history of na­ 
tions has embarked on a new 
direction. Continued deficits on 
the part of government, like 
Continued deficits on the part 
of a family, have always led 
to disaster. The difference Is 
that government, with its abil­ 
ity to draw upon all the sav­ 
ings 
and earnings 
and r e ­ 
sources of its people, can stave 
off the day of reckoning.

Since the War we have had 
deficit after deficit, inflation 
piled upon inflation, and, with 
them, the 50-cent dollar. Its 
value is still slowly declining. 
Can anyone rationally argue 
that this is not an example of 
cause and effect?

Average length of life of the 
American people reached a new 
high of 69.7 years in 1959, it 
is reported by statisticians. 
The previous high 
— 69.6 
years — was registered in 
1954 and also in 1956. In 1958 
it was 69.5 years. 
The favorable longevity re ­ 
flects the marked rise in liv­ 
ing standards and the ex tra­ 
ordinary advances in medical 
science and public health ad­ 
m inistration, the statisticians 
point out. Not many genera­ 
tions ago the infectious diseases 
took a heavy toll of life year 
after year, and often flared to 
epidemic 
proportions. 
T h e 
death 
toll 
was particular I y 
heavy among young children. 
For example, in 1850 about one 
fourth of the newborn died be­ 
fore reaching their fifth birth­ 
day By 1901, not until age 25 
were the number of newborn 
reduced by one quarter. For the 
babies born In 1930, the co r­ 
responding age is 49, and for 
those born In 1959 it Is ex­ 
pected to be 63 years. 
The age to which half the new­ 
born survive also has increased 
substantially. Around 1850 one 
half of the babies lived to reach 
age 45. By the turn of the cen­ 
tury that point had reached 
58 years. For the 1930 crop of 
babies, one half are expected 
to reach 67, and under current 
conditions half of our newborn 
can expect to live alm ost 74 
years. One quarter of 1959’s 
babies can expect to live 83 
years. 
“ It is doubtful whether the 
record of gain in life conserva­ 


tion during the past century 
can ever again be paralleled,” 
the statisticians conclude. “ It 
should be noted that there has' 
been 
virtually 
no improve­ 
ment in longevity since 1954. 
Some additional gains may be 
expected from continued de­ 
clines in the death rates from 
tuberculosis, 
pneumonia 
and 
other infectious diseases; the 
toll from accidents may also 
be 
reduced. 
However, 
the 
greatest margin for improve­ 
ment lies in the development 
of new weapons for postpon­ 
ing and treating the degenera­ 
tive 
conditions, 
which now 
predominate at the middle and 
older ages.”

Trampling on an educational 
tradition dating back to the 
Middle Ages, Horn would d is­ 
card the fixed four-year cu rric­ 
ulum in favor of one patterned 
to the needs of the individual 
student. 


“ The 
inflexible 
academic 
lockstep must be broken. . . 
Some students may make it In 
four years; others will require 
six, depending upon the student’s 
ability and application and the 
extent and quality of his sec­ 
ondary education. 


“ The student,” Horn continued 
to a Chicago meeting of educa­ 
tors, “ should tie introduced to 
as many areas of the arts and 
sciences 
as 
possible. 
He 
shouldn’t have to m iss either 
chem istry or Shakespeare, art 
o r anthropology.” 


This approach would reverse 
the trend toward a narrow field 
of specialization in undergrad­ 
uate studies and postpone until 
graduate school the preparation 
for vocations in architecture, 
engineering, journalism , busi­ 
ness and education. 


If from no other viewpoint— 
and th ere are m any-- the huge 
increase in the cost of an edu­ 
cation in one of the professions 
is sufficient reason why the 
Rhode Island educator’s 
plan 
will not attract many adherents. 
Not at first. 
But the longer people look, at*- 
the failings of higher education 
as it is constituted today, and 
the more they consider the 
growing array of new knowledge 
which totally escapes the atten­ 
tion of the average college stu­ 
dent, 
the more attractive the 
Horn plan will begin to appear.

The Washington Merry- Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Lyndon John­ 
son, who sat at the feet of a 
great Presidential tactician— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt— during 
FDR’s last eight years in the 
White House, has been refresh­ 
ing his memory of history. 
The 
history 
that interests 
Johnson is how Roosevelt, re­ 
elected 
by 
a landslide 
vote 
in 
1936, 
slipped so 
badly 
politically in 1938 that he lost 
88 Congressional 
seats to the 
Republicans. Johnson doesn’t 
want that to happen to him. 
Yet 
in one respect he finds 
him self in somewhat the same 
position as Roosevelt. 
After carrying every state ex­ 
cept Maine and Vermont in 1936, 
Roosevelt had the popular sup­ 
port, but found that the Supreme 
Court had the power. It could and 
did veto his essential Legisla­ 
tion. 
Today, 
with 
the 
biggest 
electoral 
margin 
in history, 
Johnson 
has the popular sup­ 
port, but the chairmen of Con­ 
gressional com m ittees — like 
the Supreme Court in 1936— 
have the power over Legisla­ 
tion. 
At the last Congressional ses­ 
sion, LBJ, 
by dint of arm - 
twisting, cajoling, job-prom is­ 
ing, and a record amount of 
telephoning, managed to pass 
most of his Legislation. But at 
tim es it alm ost exhausted him. 
No other President could have 
done it. Certainly Kennedy had 
not been able to do it. And no 
President should be required to 
take so much time from the vital 
duties of conducting foreign and 
executive affairs to tie com­ 
bined 
w et-nurse, baby-sitter, 
and chaperone for Congress. 


— ANTIQUATED SENIORITY’— 
Therefore Johnson faces the 
question of whether to do what 
FDR did with the Supreme Court 
and force a showdown over the 
Antiquated 
Seniority 
System 
whereby 
one 
Congressional 
Committee chairm an can keep 
Legislation from coming up for 
a vote by all 435 m em bers of 
the House; And som etim es — 


though less easily — do the 
sam e thing in the Senate. 
What the President well re­ 
m em bers, is how his mentor, 
Franklin 
Roosevelt, 
took a 
political beating with his so­ 
called “ court-packing” bill and 
lost the battle. However, he did 
not lose the war. The Supreme 
Court, as a direct result of that 
battle, has been a “ Roosevelt 
Court” ever since. It has been 
the most important body of gov­ 
ernm ent to follow FDR’s phil­ 
osophy long after his death. 
Johnson, 
who came to Wash­ 
ington when the Supreme Court 
fight was still bitterly rever­ 
berating, rem em bers all this. 
However, he is inclined to be 
more cautious than FDR, e s­ 
pecially when it comes to tangl­ 
ing with one of the sacred cows 
of 
Congress—seniority. Af­ 
ter all, Johnson benefited from 
seniority him self and worked 
with many southern chairm en 
who swear by it. 


Furtherm ore he 
can argue, 
just as Roosevelt could have 
argued, that under our system 
of checks and balances, this is 
something over which the Ex­ 
ecutive branch of government 
has no jurisdiction. He has a 
good excuse for ducking a show­ 
down. 


—HELPING FUTURE 
--PRESIDENTS — 
Being a realist, however, he 
also knows that a few talks with 
the right Congressional leaders 
could start the Democratic cau­ 
cuses on the road to changing 
the Antiquated Seniority System 
for years to come. He could do 
this not only for himself, but 
for other Presidents to come. 
All it takes is a one-vote ma­ 
jority in the Democratic caucus 
of both the House and Senate to 
change the system . And this 
should not be difficult for a man 
with Lyndon's 
influence, per­ 
suasion and vote-getting pres­ 
tige. 
So the question is; Does Lyndon 
want to make history? Or does 
he want to play for the short 
range stakes of passing his 


present program ? 
The 
answer is that, in gen­ 
eral, Johnson wants to play for 
history. But he also wants to 
avoid the sudden dip in popu­ 
larity and the loss of 88 House 
seats which FDR suffered in 
1938. 
This brings up another chapter 
in FDR’s record which Johnson 
knows atxiut, but which other 
politicians have forgotten. 
The chief reason for Roose­ 
velt’s political slump so soon 
after his 1936 landslide was not 
the Court-Packing Bill, but a 
depression. 
And 
FDR 
was 
largely responsible for apply­ 
ing the economic brakes which 
caused the depression. 
The depression was not due to 
Roosevelt’s “ arrogance,” 
as 
charged in the Supreme Court 
battle, but due to his caution. 
He had scored the 1936 landslide 
in part 
because 
a soldiers’ 
bonus of $1.7 billion had pumped 
new purchasing power into the 
economy. With this spur, in­ 
dustrial buyers had started lay­ 
ing up stockpiles and business 
was heading for inflation. But 
Roosevelt pulled the plug on this 
inflation. Consumer purchasing 
was contracted by around $4 
billion, and with IO or ll mil­ 
lion people unemployed in the 
sum m er of 1937, 
Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, 
on Nov. IO, publicly called for 
a balanced budget. 
This tightened the economy 
further, and led to the Depres­ 
sion of 1938 which was what 
really caused the Roosevelt set­ 
back in the elections of that 
year. 
Johnson, who lived through 
this period, has already called 
for the reduction of some ex­ 
cise taxes, which he knows will 
spur the economy during the 
first two years of his new ad­ 
m inistration. 
So there is no real reason why 
he can’t proceed with the most 
important 
reform 
needed in 
Congress 
- - 
breaking the 
strangle 
hold 
which elderly 
chairm en have over key com­ 
m ittees.

up Johnny Callison, the out­ 
field star of the Philadelphia 
Phillies, who had 187 points. 
Boyer’s teammate, first base­ 
man BUI White, was third with 
106 1/2 points. 
Boyer is the first member of 
the St. Louis Cardinals to win 
since Stan Musial in 1948, the 
last of three such honors for 
the Cardinal great. Boyer also 
is the first third baseman to 
be selected in the NL since

Yet there are reasons why Johnson with his evident 296- 
139 margin over the Republicans may fare better than did 
Franklin D. Roosevelt with a record 333 Democrats in the 
1937-38 session. 
On the negative side. White House men say the natural 
compulsion of members of Congress toward independence 
will lead many Democrats to take a hard, slow look at the 
President’s proposals. 
The necessities of politics require congressional winners in 
highly competitive districts to think almost immediately about 
their own skins. Records palatable to their districts will be 
the important thing. 


FURTHERMORE, THE WHOLE ATMOSPHERE of Con­ 
gress tends to have a damping-down effect on many new­ 
comers. The high-flown liberalism of the stump is superseded 
by sober glances at budget figures and seasoned counsel from 
\eteran committee chairmen. 
Comparisons are common today with Roosevelt's 1937-38 
House margin. What is remembered is that his lopsided 
majority proved both unwieldlv and balky. Often forgotten, 
however, is the fact that Roosevelt soured the whole session 
and lost many friends in his own party by his ill-starred 1937 
effort to pack the Supreme Court. 
Though historians believe Roosevelt might well have won 
a popular referendum on the court issue, his own party in 
Congress thought he was reading far too much into his 46- 
state election mandate of 1936. 
The 1937 court-packing fight was so time-consuming that 
for months Congress had relatively little chance to push 
through other legislation. 
Disenchanted over Roosevelt’s 
leadership, the lawmakers fell into discordant groups. 
Says historian Edgar Eugene Robinson in “The Roosevelt 
Leadership 
•‘Pressure groups and sectional interests were more active 
—blocs formed and combinations re-formed—within the Dem­ 
ocratic majority. Ample evidence of congressional ineptitude 
appeared as a bewildered Congress failed to agree on any 
constructive suggestion." 


MANY OBSERVERS HAVE BEEN VOICING FEARS that 
President Johnson, looking at his own massive vote tallies, 
might also be tempted to overreach himself. Vanity and votes 
can be a bad combination. 
Nevertheless, the parallels with 1936 could quickly break 
down. No party-splitting combat like Roosevelt’s over the 
Supreme Court is anywhere on the horizon. Also Johnson 
is a far closer reader of the congressional mood and make-up 
than FDR ever was 
The President will persuade, cajole, wheedle, shove in a 
variety of ways— some subtle, some not so. But as a child of 
Congress, he is unlikely to try bulldozing it.

He 
added that he planned to “ work 
with local government and in­ 
dustry to develop a national 
policy for the control and dis­ 
posal of technological and in­ 
dustrial waste.” 
Exactly what the President's 
plans are has not been revealed 
but he has a number of task 
forces drafting reports and rec­ 
ommendations on various prob­ 
lems. At least one of them, 
concerned with the preserva­ 
tion 
of natural 
beauty, has 
looked into the matter. 
Last year, while nearly 8 mil 
lion new cars were being manu­ 
factured, an estimated 5.3 were 
junked. Many of them rest on 
hillsides outside cities today, 
left to rust away and spoil the 
view. Usually they are owned 
by wrecking companies hopeful 
of an increase in the price of 
scrap metal which would make 
it profitable to chew up the hulks 
and use the material for new 
products. 
’ The a verage price of a wrecked 
car sold for scrap is down to 
$10 to $12. Wreckers often 
prefer to dump their hulks on 
rented land and wait for market 
conditions to improve and thus 
force up the price. 
OWNERS ABANDON CARS 
ON STREETS 
What does a person do with an 
overage car that an auto dealer 
will not take in trade and that 
a junkman 
won’t pay to tow 
away? Many 
people 
simply 
abandon their cars in the street. 
This is a problem in every 
major city. 
On a 
new throuehwav within 
the District 
of 
Columbia, 
*s a block-long area filled with 
derelict cars. These were towed 
there by police after being aban­ 
doned on city streets. Auctions 
are held periodically to try and 
unload them but the stockpile 
keep growing. 
There is little 
demand for a 10-year car, pos­ 
sibly already stripped of useful 
parts. 
In New York City, there were 
2,000 cars abandoned on the 
streets in 1960. This year the 
total will probably reach 25,000 
--a huge increase in four years. 
New York sells what cars it 
can at auction, for an average 
price of $11 per vehicle. This 
i6 far less than it cost to tow 
the derelict to a lot and store 
it. Thus the taxpayers support 
the cost of getting rid of aban­ 
doned ca**s. The annual bill in 
Gotham is around $700,000 and 
rising. 
State legislatures in New York, 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Tennessee 
are studying the junked car 
. problem. In at least a dozen 
■ state capitals, some effort has 
been made to solve the problem. 
Some proposals try to legislate 
auto graveyards out of exist­ 
ence, 
which 
is 
no solution. 
Wreckers will simply find an­ 
other convenient place to dump 
their derelicts. 
Huge

“ shredding ma­ 
chines” that can compress into 
scrap as many as 1,000 cars a 
day have been developed and put 
to work in a few cities.

In B o rt M i l l s 
Washington, D. C .--Lady Bird 
Johnson, like nuinvother Amer­ 
icans, Is unhappy about Ihe auto­ 
mobile graveyards which have 
become a common eyesore on 
Hie outskirts of practically all 
population centers, 
Tile First I ach mentioned the 
problem to her husband with the 
result there is hope that a na­ 
tional solution will be found. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
pledged action in a campaign 
speech this fall. 
He told an audience in P ort­ 
land, Ore.: “ The skeletons of 
discarded cars, old junk cars, 
litter our countryside--and they 
are driving my wife m ad." He 
added that he planned to “ work 
with local government and in­ 
dustry to develop a national 
policy for the control and d is­ 
posal of technological and in­ 
dustrial waste.” 
Exactly what the President's 
plans are has not been revealed 
but he has a nu ml vet of task 
forces drafting reports and re c ­ 
ommendations on various prob­ 
lem s. At least one of them, 
concerned with the p reserv a­ 
tion 
of 
natural 
beauty, has 
looked Into the m atter. 
Last year, while nearly 8 m il­ 
lion new cars were being manu­ 
factured, an estim ated 5.3 were 
junked. Many of them rest on 
hillsides outside cities today, 
left to rust away and spoil the 
view. Usually they are owned 
by wrecking companies hopeful 
of an increase in the price of 
scrap metal which would make 
it profitable to chew up the hulks 
and use the m aterial for new 
products. 
• 
The average price of a wrecked 
car sold for scrap is down to 
$10 to $12. W reckers often 
prefer to dump their hulks on 
rented land and wait for market 
conditions to improve and thus 
force up the price. 
OWNERS ABANDON CARS 
ON STREETS 
What does a person do with an 
overage car that an auto dealer 
will not take in trade and that 
a junkman 
won’t pay to tow 
away? Many 
people 
simply 
abandon their cars in the street. 
This is a problem in every 
major city. 
On a 
new throughway within 
:he District 
of 
Columbia, 
<s a block-long area filled with 
derelict cars. These were towed 
there by police after being aban­ 
doned on city streets. Auctions 
are held periodically to try and 
unload them but the stockpile 
keep growing. 
There is little 
demand for a 10-year car, pos­ 
sibly already stripped of useful 
parts. 
In New York City, there were 
2,000 cars abandoned on the 
streets in 1960. This year the 
total will probably reach 25,000 
--a huge increase in four years. 
New York sells what cars it 
can at auction, for an average 
price of $11 per vehicle. This 
is far less than it cost to tow 
the derelict to a lot and store 
it. Thus the taxpayers support 
the cost of getting rid of aban­ 
doned ears. The annual bill in 
Gotham is around $700,000 and 
rising. 
State legislatures in New York, 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Tennessee 
are studying the junked car 
problem. In at least a dozen 
state capitals, some effort has 
been made to solve the problem. 
Some proposals try to legislate 
auto graveyards out of exist­ 
ence, 
which is 
no solution. 
Wreckers will simply find an­ 
other convenient place to dump 
their derelicts. 
Huge 
new 
“ shredding ma­ 
chines” that can compress into 
scrap as many as 1,000 cars a 
day have been developed and put 
to work in a few cities. One 
industry Official claims this is 
reducing the dumps but the im ­ 
provement is not noticeable to 
the unskilled eye. 
MAYORS POINT TO DETROIT

GOVERNOR-ELECT HE ARNES 
ALREADY A BUSY MAN 
The lines in the face of Gov­ 
ernor-elect Warren E.Hearnes 
currently are approaching the 
point of tiredness often seen 
during 
the 
hectic 
battles 
Hearnes waged in both the pri­ 
mary and general elections to 
achieve what has been a life­ 
long ambition. 
But, as Hearnes noted in a 
brief interview sandwiched in 
between 
hordes 
of 
office 
callers, there’s a 
real 
dif­ 
ference. This time he doesn’t 
have the worry of the outcome 
hanging over his head. 
Although a brief respite in 
Florida was designed to re­ 
store some of the fire to Mis­ 


souri’s 41-year-old in-coi 
chief executive any beaeflf de­ 
rived from the vacation appears 
to have been short lived. 
• Literally hundreds of persons 
are vying for the time and at­ 
tention of the new governor. 
And, ironically, many of these 
were acutely opposed to his 
nomination 
but 
for 
thick- 
skinned politicians it’s pretty 
easy to let by-gones be by­ 
gones. 
Hearnes not only is grossly 
involved with the vast patronage 
arrangements he must give first 
consideration 
to, 
but 
many 
legislative leaders are actively 
pursuing pet legislation with the 
hope it will get the backing of 
the incoming Hearnes Adminis­ 
tration in January. 
Not only must Hearnes con­ 
tinue his close scrutiny of fi­ 
nancial matters, but he will be 
faced with a host of problems 
he has previously pointed out 
as needing attention. 
Foremost on his mind at this 
time appears to be the problem 
of reapportionment which he 
feels is the primary headache 
confronting rural Missourians. 
Too, there are the continuing 
problems in the field of educa­ 
tion. With regard to the state’s 
teachers, Hearnes stated em­ 
phatically that he feels more 


money will be available for the 
foundation program. 
"With natural growth, there 
just has to be more money 
available for the foundation pro­ 
gram,” Hearnes commented. 
Further along the lines of ed­ 
ucation, the newly elected gov­ 
ernor has indicated he will give 
favorable attention to the pro­ 
posal for a statewide educa­ 
tional television system. 
The latter will cost a great 
deal of money and this was a 
rub in the 1963 session of the 
General Assembly. 
There has been quite a fuss 
over alleged inequities in the 
present bracketing system in 
the state sales tax. Litigation 
currently rests in the courts, 
but Hearnes is keeping abreast 
of developments: 
“ I think it is wrong to require 
merchants to pay taxes on sales 
under 25 cents. We will have to 
seek a change of some sort. The 
bracket probably will have to be 
lowered because it is unfair as 
it now stands.” 
Other areas in which the gov­ 
ernor is giving thought and con­ 
sideration 
include the contin­ 
uing carnage on state highways. 
Here, Hearnes feels a new law 
curbing drunken driving is ur­ 
gently needed; and local water 
resources is another area of 
concern, along with furthering 
the economic development of 
Missouri as a whole. 
Although most of the programs 
being proposed involve a great 


deal of money, Hearnes remains 
adamant in saying that he will 
not seek a tax hike. 


INSURANCE BUSINESS IS 
REAL BIG AFFAIR 
The latest report of the Di­ 
vision of Insurance indicates 
that things are looking up for 
insurance companies now doing 
business in the state of Mis­ 
souri. 
Total premiums paid by Mis­ 
sourians during 1963 (the latest 
period for which such statistics 
are 
available) 
amounted 
to 
$843,995,868, the division re­ 
ports. 
This compares to $781,488,105 
worth of business in 1962 and 
$771,818,416 the previous year. 
The 
division’s 
report also 
noted that there are 144 Mis­ 
souri insurance companies and 
739 companies of other states 
and foreign countries falling 
under its direct supervision. 
During 196 3 the division col­ 
lected a total of $15,991,502 
in premium taxes and fees. 
This money goes into the state’s 
General Revenue account.

the St. Louis Terminal Raii- 
road, William H, Moore, will 
conduct ceremonies In which a 
plaque will be placed on one of 
the bridge’s piers. 
Eads built the bridge using 
methods which in his time were 
considered unique. The bridge 
was the first to use pneumatic 
caissons in underwater pier 
construction. Eads also used 
steel and concrete extensively 
for the first time in bridge con­ 
struction. 
When the bridge was completed 
in July of 1874, 14 locomotives 
were used to test it. Today, 
about 7,500,000 vehicles a year 
use the bridge.

WASHINGTON (AP) -- After 
four years of strenuous effort to 
build a two-party system In the 
South, Republicans saw their 
strength at the state level de­ 
cline 
in President Johnson’s 
landslide victory. 
“ Operation Dixie,” heavily 
financed by the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee, was geared to 
establishing local GOP orga­ 
nizations capable 
of electing 
state officers and members of 
Congress as well as contribut­ 
ing electoral votes to Republi­ 
can presidential candidates. 
Although Sen. Barry Gold- 
water 
carried 
five Southern 
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states and the GOP scored a net 
gain of four Southern House 
seats, Republicans lost ground 
at the local level where they 
were trying to broaden their 
base for the future. 
A survey of 13 Southern and 
border states showed that In the 
Nov. 3 voting, Republicans lost 
a net of 31 seats In state Houses 
of Representatives. In the turn­ 
over they won 10 and lost 41 
they previously held. 
In state Senate races, they 
lost four seats and gained four, 
leaving them just where they 
were. 
The states covered in figures

A LR EA D Y A BUSY MAN 
The lines in the face of Gov­ 
ernor-elect Warren E.Hearnes 
currently are approaching the 
point of tiredness often seen 
during 
the 
hectic 
battles 
Hearnes waged in l>oth the pri­ 
mary and general elections to 
achieve what has been a life­ 
long ambition. 
But, as Hearnes noted in a 
brief interview sandwiched in 
between 
hordes 
of 
office 
callers, there’s a 
real 
dif­ 
ference. This time he doesn’t 
have the worry of the outcome 
hanging over his head. 
Although a brief respite in 
Florida 
was designed to re­ 
store some of the fire to Mis­ 


souri’s 41-year-old in-cor 
chief executive any benefit de­ 
rived from the vacation appears 
to have been short lived. 
L iterally hundreds of persons 
are vying for the time and at­ 
tention of the new governor. 
And, ironically, many of these 
were 
acutely opposed to his 
nomination 
but 
for 
thick- 
skinned politicians if s pretty 
easy 
to let by-gones be by­ 
gones. 
Hearnes not only is grossly 
involved with the vast patronage 
arrangements he must give first 
consideration 
to, 
but 
many 
legislative leaders are actively 
Pursuing pet legislation with the 
hope it w ill get the backing of 
the incoming Hearnes Adminis­ 
tration in January. 
Not only must Hearnes con­ 
tinue his close scrutiny of fi­ 
nancial matters, but he will be 
faced with a host of problems 
he has previously pointed out 
as needing attention. 
Foremost on his mind at this 
time appears to be the problem 
of 
reapportionment which he 
feels is the primary headache 
confronting rural Missourians. 
Too, there are the continuing 
problems in the field of educa­ 
tion. With regard to the state’s 
teachers, Hearnes stated em­ 
phatically that he feels more 


money will be available for the 
foundation program. 
“ With natural growth, there 
Just has to be more money 
available for the foundation pro­ 
gram ,’’ Hearnes commented. 
Further along the lines of ed­ 
ucation, the newly elected gov­ 
ernor has Indicated he will give 
favorable attention to the pro­ 
posal for a statewide educa­ 
tional television system. 
The latter will cost a great 
deal of money and this was a 
rub in the 1963 session of the 
General Assembly. 
There has been quite a fuss 
over alleged inequities In the 
present bracketing system in 
the state sales tax. Litigation 
currently rests in the courts, 
but Hearnes Is keeping abreast 
of developments: 
“ I think it Is wrong to require 
merchants to pay taxes on sales 
under 25 cents. We will have to 
seek a change of some sort. The 
bracket probably will have to tx) 
lowered because it Is unfair as 
it now stands.” 
Other areas in which the gov­ 
ernor Is giving thought and con­ 
sideration 
include the contin­ 
uing carnage on state highways. 
Here, Hearnes feels a new law 
curbing drunken driving is ur­ 
gently needed; and local water 
resources is another area of

Although most of the programs 
being proposed involve a great 


deal of money, Hearnes rem ains 
adamant in saying that he will 
not seek a tax hike.

Cowboys rank high in the inter­ 
ests of New Madrid County boys, 
if the number of books read 
about them is any indication.

books

shelves to meet the demands I 
of these lasso-minded fellows. 
An 
interest 
in cowboys 
is 
natural, as they had a part 
not only in opening the West, 
but in building much of our 
country, and through reading 
about them, many false im­ 
pressions may be corrected. 
Cowboys do not all talk out of 
the sides of their mouths, nor 
do they carry two guns at all 
times and shoot to kill at the 
slightest 
provocation. . T h e y 
were and are, a lot like other 
people, 
sometimes lonely, 
sometimes scared. 
Though not the swaggering bul­ 
ly 
that 
he is sometimes pic­ 
tured, the cowboy’s life is far 
from dull. He had to be an 
expert at horsemanship and in 
the use of a lariat. He had to 
have courage and initiative to 
know enough about the whims of 
animals to be able to foretell 
and control a stampede. He had 
to be able to find his way day 
.or 
night in blizzards, 
past 
quicksand and through miles 
of uninhabited country. The life 
was so dangerous that it is said 
that seven years was the limit 
of the average cowboy’s riding 
activity. 
Not only cowboys, but every­ 
one loves the cowboys songs,, 
portraying his loneliness, his 
love for his horse and cattle 
and 
his 
belief in 
some­ 
thing 
bigger 
than 
h i m ­ 
self. He sang because he was 
lonely, but also because it was 
useful in his work. With each 
herd of cattle, a group of cow­ 
boys pushed them up the trail 
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by day, to herd them by night. 
The 
c a t t l e 
were 
easily 
frightened by any unusual noise 
after they had gone to sleep. So 
long as they could hear some 
familiar voice crooning them, 
they did not fear the scream 
of the panther or the howl of 
a wolf. Thus, these cattle lulla­ 
bies have become the cowboy 
songs we sing today. A sudden 
rainstorm found all the cow­ 
boys 
r i d i ng 
around 
the 
frightened cattle, singing. It 
is said that the lightening would 
sometimes play around the 
crowded cattle so that balls of 
lightening would jump from the 
tip of one horn to another. 
Those cowboy boots you wear 
may be mighty handsome, pod- 
ner, but the cowboy did not 
select them for that reason. The 
high heels on his boots steadied 
him in the saddle and when 
throwing a lariet afoot. His 
overalls of leather, chaparajos

A Se­ 
c re t Service agent w as sitting 
on top of him. 
As Johnson te lls it: 
“ I was startled by the sharp 
re p o rt, o r explosion, but I had 
no tim e to speculate as to its 
origin 
because 
agent 
Rufus 
Youngblood turned in a flash 
im m ediately after the firs t ex ­ 
plosion, hitting 
me 
on 
the 
shoulder and shouted to us all in 
the back seat to get down.” 
“ I was pushed o v er by agent 
Youngblood. Almost in the same 
mom ent 
in which he hit, o r 
pushed me, he vaulted over the 
back seat and sat on me. I was 
bent over under the weight of 
agent 
Youngblood’s 
body to ­ 
w ard M rs. Johnson and Sen. 
Y arborough 
I rem em b er a t­ 
tem pting to turn my head to 
m ake sure that M rs. Johnson 
had bent down. Both she and 
Sen. Yarborough had crouched

E lectoral College, a favorite 
target of reform ers, is about to 
face another challenge - this 
one via the Supreme Court. 
At issue; the practice that has 
developed over the years of giv­ 
ing all of a state's electoral* 
votes to the presidential candi- 
'date who gets most of the s ta te 's - 
popular vote. And it's electoral 
votes, not popular votes, that 
elect a president. 
Under the present system a 
candidate who barely carries 
New York, for example, gets all 
of the state’s 43 electoral votes 
- more than those a candidate 
could get if he carried the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and 11 sm all 
states by tremendous m argins. 
C ritics say this gives unfair 
advantage to minority groups in 
the big cities of the major swing 
states. 
One proposed antidote; elec­ 
tion of 435 electors - who are 
numberically comparable to the 
m em bers of the House of Rep­ 


re s e n ta tiv e s - by c o n g ressio n al 
d istricts. 
New York, for instance, would 
have two electors chosen by all 
the state’s voters, and one from 
each 
of the 41 congressional 
d istricts. 
One 
presidential 
candidate might carry 15 dis­ 
tric ts, worth 15 votes, while the 
other carried 26 districts and 
the state for a total of 28 votes. 
Republican Richard M. Nixon 
would have won the 1960 p resi­ 
dential election if the district 
system had been in effect. He 
carried more states and more 
congressional d istricts than the 
late John F. Kennedy. But Ken­ 
nedy won most of the big states, 
and got all of their electoral 
votes. 
Had district electors been the 
rule 
last Nov. 3, 
President 
Johnson still would have gained 
a majority of the 538 electors- 
but nothing like the 486 he got. 
Various 
electoral 
reform s 
have been suggested in Con­ 
g ress and most died in infancy.

With beef supplies plentiful, 
the heel of round or a rolled 
rump pot-roast fits this bill of 
fare p e r f e c t l y , states Reba 
Staggs, widely known meat au­ 
thority. 
Both cuts come from the hind- 
quarter, the section known as 
the round or rump. Both cuts 
are easy to carve. 
A beef heel 
>f round is a wedge-shaped cut 
rom the l o w e r part of the 
round.

Rump roasts of high quality 
van also be roasted; otherwise, 
they’re considered less tender 
and should be braised as in this 
pot-roast recipe which features 
whole cranberries with cloves 
and cinnamon for spicing.
